Christianity in Europe 





In .our “World Report,” published in 
August, we could not present an author- 
itative picture of the Christian situation 
in Europe, being unable to make contact 
with the one we felt most competent for 
such a survey, Dr. René Pache of France. 
Later, from Lima, Peru, Dr. Pache wrote 
us, presenting a brief summary of condi- 
tions in Europe. 

A native of Switzerland, Dr. Pache has 
made his home in France for a number 
of years, has traveled quite extensively, 
is one of the founders of Inter-Varsity 
Christian Fellowship in France and 
Switzerland, and, since 1947, has been 
principal of the Emmaus Bible Institute 
in Lausanne. 


JuROPE has been for a very long time 
pre-eminently the Christian conti- 
nent. It has witnessed the labors of 

the apostles, the Reformation, the going 
forth of the Pilgrim Fathers and the 
pioneers who took the gospel unto the 
uttermost parts of the earth. How does 
it stand today? 

Northern Europe is 

South, which is mainly Latin, 


Protestant; the 
is Catho- 


| lic; and the East, Greek-Orthodox. The 


400,000,000 non-Protestants in Europe 
represent one of the most neglected and 
strategic fields in the world. If you com- 
pare France with Madagascar, Belgium 
with the Congo, Spain and Portugal with 
South America, in every case the mother 
country is seen to be far less evangelized 
than the new. Brazil alone has more 
evangelicals than the six countries of 


| Latin Europe. In some Catholic intellec- 


tual circles a new interest has been 


| shown in the Bible, but so far we cannot 


see what practical results it will have. 

On the other hand, the masses remain 
untouched. In France, for instance, only 
4 million Catholics take the holy com- 
munion once a year, 35 million at least 
thus being practically outside of the fel- 
lowship of the church. 

We can say very little of what is hap- 
| pening beyond the “iron curtain.” We 
do know, however, that before the last 
war Rumania witnessed great victories 


| of the Lord, 500 churches and assemblies 


having been formed by the Baptists and 
the Brethren in forty years. These are 
still in existence and—as in Hungary, 
Czechoslovakia and eastern Germany— 
they still preach the gospel in spite of 
great difficulties, perhaps even because 
of them. Let us not forget them in our 
prayers. 

In most of the Protestant countries 
there is an established national church

—Lutheran, Reformed (Presbyterian) or 
Anglican. Practically every person who 
does not belong to some independent 
group has been baptized and confirmed 
in the established church, and tends 
to consider himself a real Christian. Yet 
it is certain that only by personal sur- 
render to Christ and regeneration by the 
Holy Spirit can we enter into the king- 
dom of God. 

Europe was the birthplace of Bible 
criticism, and is still greatly under its 
influence. It is extremely difficult to find 
a professor of theology who upholds the 
full inspiration of the Scriptures. Some 
theologians still represent the old type 
of modernism. Many others who preach 
better doctrines concerning Christ keep 
on saying that the Bible “contains” but 
is not the Word of God. What is actu- 
ally the Word of God is left to everyone 
to decide, according to what he thinks 
he has found in the Book. 

We are told that there are many un- 
believable “legends” in the Bible, and a 
very influential professor has recently 
published a book explaining how “myths” 
should even be taken out of the New 
Testament. Universalism is a very widely 
accepted doctrine. All of the official 
churches with their different tendencies 
are in the ecumenical movement. 

On the other hand, we truly see the 
Lord working in many ways. The Billy 
Graham campaigns have revealed a 
great hunger and also manifested a new 
and practical co-operation among the 
believers. In Paris as well as in Geneva, 
a number of pastors and churches have 
continued joint evangelistic efforts, 
reaching crowds unheard of previously. 
The Lausanne Cathedral (Reformed) 
was recently filled to overflowing during 
sixteen days of straightforward gospel 
preaching. In Germany and France great 
tent campaigns take place every year. 

The’ Bible-believing Christians are 
more and more conscious of their 
strength and unity. Real progress has 
been made in coordinating efforts in the 
fields of literature, radio, films, tent 
campaigns, the training of workers, 
Bible Schools, correspondence courses, 
missions, etc. 

A tremendous task is still before us, 
and only the power of God and the 
prayerful cooperation of our fellow be- 
lievers can bring about a victory of the 
gospel. There is undoubtedly among 
God’s children an increased expectancy 
for a deep spiritual awakening. Let us 
also pray that many more workers may 
be sent forth into the harvest. The 
very uncertainty of the future is making 
many hearts more ready than ever to 
listen to God’s warnings and promises. 

It is urgent that we should take better 
advantage of all the modern means of 
spreading the gospel as the only way of 
getting the good news into the millions 
of homes otherwise closed to us. Our 
confidence is that He which has begun 
that good work will finish it until the 
day of Jesus Christ.—ENp 
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Pakistani Christians, unable to gain a 
hearing, may be forced to reject the new 
national constitution being prepared for 
early next year.

Story Behind the Quote: This observa- 
tion was made by Editor Elson Ruff in 
The Lutheran (Aug. 22), in a warning 
that during the pre-election campaign- 
ing Christians must be prepared for 
“some lack of dignity” in our national 
life as part of the price of democracy. 

Editor Ruff also said: “Democracy is 
a magnificent idea in political life, but 
difficult to keep in working order. For 
its success it requires that a substantial 
number of ordinary citizens have a high 
sense of responsibility and take the time 
for careful study of the big questions. 
Comparison of the voting records of 
candidates and parties is the necessary 
homework to be done before election day. 
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New Overseas Appointments Announced by Navigators 


The largest group ever to be sent by the Navigators to overseas posts 
will be leaving this fall and early spring for four continents. Announce- 
ment of their appointments was made by director Lorne Sanny at the 
closing meeting of the annual staff conference at Glen Eyrie, Colorado 
Springs, Colo. Six of the appointees will go to the Orient, seven to 
Europe, three to Latin America and one to join the team recently sent 
to Africa. 

Reporting on expansion of the work, both on foreign and home 
fields, Mr. Sanny paid tribute to the late founder-director Dawson E. 
Trotman, whose “Spirit-guided foresight” had set in motion many of 
the advances now being made. (Item: It was largely through Trotman’s 
vision and faith that Glen Eyrie was secured in 1953 as international 
headquarters and training center for the work.) “Detailed evidence 
of his forward planning have been revealed at every turn,” stated 
Sanny, “with plans for moves into new territory already underway at 


the time of Trotman’s death” last June 18 (see N/R, Aug., 1956). 


U. S. Career Workers to Get Million Dollar Center 


A million-dollar Protestant center for training career workers in the 
government’s foreign service will be built in Washington, D. C., by the 
Methodist Church. Dr. Hurst M. Anderson, president of American 
University in Washington, said the new School of International Service 
will be located on the university campus. American University is a 
Methodist institution with an enrollment of more than 5,000 students. 

Addressing a Southwide Methodist missionary conference, Dr. 
Anderson said, “America’s new leadership in world affairs is accom- 
panied by responsibilities for which we are not prepared, and we need 
more young men and women in government posts who have a Protestant 
background and are trained to interpret our democracy.” He pointed 
out that a Roman Catholic school, Georgetown University, is now the 
chief training center for career workers in diplomacy and other govern- 
ment foreign service. 

Dr. Anderson emphasized the need “for Protestants to take the lead 
in restoring Christian principles in our government and culture,” and 
warned that “if we don’t, the influence will come from an authoritarian- 


type church.” 


Bible Featured on New U. S. Postage Stamp 


The Bible is again being featured on a U.S. postage stamp, but this 
time is is an entire Bible, not just a proof sheet as was the case with 
the Johann Gutenberg stamp of 1952. The new three-cent stamp was 
issued on Labor Day and was designed to honor American labor. 

The design for the stamp was taken from a mural in the new AFL- 
CIO headquarters building in Washington, which depicts a worker 
with pick, hammer and hoe over his shoulder, with an arm about his 
wife. She is seated and is reading to their young son from a book which 
the artist described as The Book of Life. 

A spokesman for George Meany, president of the AFL-CIO, said, 
“To us the Book of Life can mean nothing other than the Bible. We

Preachers Score Faults in ‘Modern Preaching’ 
A diagnosis of “faults in modern preaching” was released by 
four Protestant pastors who studied the subject. The report 
was released from Oklahoma City, Okla., but the study was 
nation-wide in scope. It called for the need of “strong, 
courageous, determined biblical preaching.” 

Faults scored: 1) Vague rambling with no clear-cut point. 
2) Pretentious and highly colored delivery. 3) Increased 
cutting of sermon length. 4) Toning down of spiritual mes- 
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sage to please people. 5) Timidity in stressing the harder 
demands of religion in action. 


Catholics Warned of Traffic Penalties 

Roman Catholics across the nation were warned to expect 
the imposition of ecclesiastical penalties if they were found 
guilty of adding to the rising toll of traffic deaths. 

This warning came from Joseph Matt, editor of the Roman 
Catholic periodical The Wanderer, speaking at a convention 
in Wichita, Kan. Mr. Matt suggested that, eventually, he 
expected specific penalties to be placed on racing, speeding 
and other dangerous driving practices. 

Elsewhere, as reported in L’Osservatore della Domenica, 
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Vatican periodical, Roman Catholic offenders in traffic acci- 
dents may soon be penalized by their church as well as their 
state because church authorities have under consideration a 
system of ecclesiastical punishments. Top punishment would 
be personal interdiction, equivalent to virtual excommunica- 
tion, for conviction of the crime of manslaughter. 


Woman Missionary in China Bares Humiliations 
Word has been received for the first time in almost two 
years from an eighty-five-year-old Danish Lutheran woman 
missionary in China. Miss Ellen Nielsen, who has been in 
China for the past sixty years, wrote a letter to a friend in 
Hong Kong to tell of her life, which is now under the shadow 
of the communists. 

Miss Nielsen took out Chinese citizenship several years ago, 
explaining at the time she had no intention of leaving China 
because of her advanced age and of her inability to travel long 
distances alone. Her letter disclosed that she now is barred 
from visiting members of her church, nor can they visit her. 
She is prohibited also from attending religious services and is 
interrogated at intervals by military authorities. 

She reported that a few of her church members visit her 
“on the sly,” but this, she admitted, is risky business. She 
said rationing restrictions make it hard for her to buy food 
and recently she had to kill her only possession, a cow, to 
keep herself alive. (Item: Miss Nielson is one of two Lutheran 
missionaries still in Red China. The other is the Rev. Paul 
Mackensen of Baltimore, Md., a missionary of the United 
Lutheran Church in America. There is some hope, however, 
that Mackensen may be released soon.) 


Pulpit Seen as ‘Prisoner’ in Soviet Union 

The pulpit is “a prisoner” in the Soviet Union, according 
to a report released by Dr. John C. Slemp, editor of Missions, 
a Baptist monthly publication, on his recent return from a 
six-week visit in Russia. 

Dr. Slemp, confirming reports of other observers, charged 
that although church and state are said to be separate in 
Russia, “they are separated only in a very limited sense.” 

“The churches are not free in the sense that we Americans 
conceive of freedom,” he said. “They are free to worship, to 
preach within limits, to sing, to pray, to christen babies, to 
marry the young and to bury the dead. But there their 
freedom ends.” 

Dr. Slemp visited Moscow, Kiev and Leningrad. He said 
there were no Sunday schools in Russia or church organiza- 
tions for young people. 


‘Alice’ Still Stealing Converts in Africa 

“Alice,” the self-styled prophetess who has been stealing 
converts from missionaries in Africa (see Presstime Para- 
graphs, September, 1956), has almost paralyzed the Christian 
Church in the Lubwa district of Rhodesia. This report was 
made during the Annual General Assembly of the Church 
of Scotland, meeting in Edinburgh. 

The assembly was told by the Foreign Mission Committee 
that missionaries in Northern Rhodesia are “losing the battle 
to the strange new religion of Alice.” They added that thou- 
sands of persons are trekking to hear and see the false 
prophetess, and that she has even inspired her converts to 
to build their own churches. 

Alice—her real name is Lenshina Mulenga—is 32 years old. 
She claims to have a direct connection with God and insists 
that she died but God kept her from entering heaven, telling 
her instead to return to her own people. She warns them 
to give up witchcraft and repent of their sins. Alice also says 
that God told her there were two books: one for the whites 
and one for the blacks. And the black book was the right 
one. God speaks to her during a strange whistling. Mis- 
sionaries watching her activities say she just steps behind a 
tree and blows a small instrument. The natives—ordered to 
bow their heads—are greatly impressed. 


Cannibals Kill 38 in New Guinea Jungle 
Cannibal headhunters in the jungle of northern New Guinea 
killed at least thirty-eight natives last August. This report 
came from a government district officer on his return from 
a month-long patrol. 

The bodies of the natives, who were on a fishing expedition, 
were found along the Sepik River. Canoe and foot patrols 
were dispatched by the government to investigate.

Churches Make News Headlines 








Churches are making news headlines at a faster rate than 
ever before. Here are a few from this month’s news reports. 

The American church construction boom continues to move 
at a fast pace. The latest figures from the U.S. Department of 
Commerce show total construction last July amounted to 
$66,000,000, equal to the all-time high for the month. The 
figure was up $4,006,000 from June, and $10,000,000 above May. 
So far this year the total for church construction is $401,000,- 
000—exceeding by $2,000,000 the figure for last year at this 
time.

England’s churches need repair—repair to the tune of four- 
and-a-half-million pounds—or well over twelve million dol- 
lars. That’s the estimate made recently by the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Historic Churches Preservation Trust. One offi- 
cial said there are over one thousand churches that need re- 
pairs estimated to cost more than two thousand dollars for 
each church. 
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Locating sites for new churches is causing problems in some 
areas. Two Presbyterian ministers in Indianapolis, Ind., have 
been flying over rooftops in suburban Indianapolis, taking 
aerial photographs, in an effort to find new church sites. They 
said that the task of finding new church sites in large cities 
and their fringe areas has become increasingly difficult. Wind- 
ing roads and dead-end streets complicate the problem. Aerial 
photographs seem to be a solution to the problem, for they 
clearly show not only the street layouts but the concentration 
of housing and also the vacant spots suitable for church 
building sites.

As farms get bigger, rural churches get smaller, says an 
Iowa minister. Clyde Mosher, pastor of the Christian Church, 
Keota, Iowa, claims that rural churches should look for the 
size of their congregations to decrease if the present trend 
toward larger farms continues. But the Iowa minister added: 
“That won’t wipe rural churches out.” He said fewer larger 
farms can support a church as well as many smaller ones. 
Mosher’s remarks were made during a panel discussion at the 
eleventh annual Town and Country Church Institute at Drake 
University, Des Moines, Iowa.

Despite a strong resurgence of interest in religion, the num- 
ber of non-church members in the US. is increasing stead- 
ily. A Lutheranehome missions leader has pointed out that the 
sixty-six million Americans who have no connection with any 
religious body is greater than the population of the country 
at the turn of the century. He added, “Yet at least half of 
this number live within easy distance of a Protestant church.”

A. There is no command in Scripture 
which says, “Thou 
shalt pray audibly 
in prayer meeting.” 
Nevertheless the 
whole story of 
prayer in the Bible 
would be _ without 
meaning if prayer 
had always’ been 
silent. 

It is quite evident 
that Elijah’s prayer 
on Mt. Carmel was 
audible, and heard by those who stood 
around. Solomon’s prayer at the dedica- 
tion of the temple was certainly audible. 
The prayer of Jesus must have been 
audible when it so impressed the disciples 
that they asked Him to teach them to 
pray as they had heard Him pray. 

The Psalms are full of statements in- 
dicating that the psalmist prayed aloud, 
even when alone. I suggest reference to 
Psalm 3:4; 5:2,3; 18:6; 27:7; 28:26; 
31:38: 86:17; Gési; 66:19; Tisi1; 06:6; 
116:1; 130:2; 140:6; 141:1; 142:1. 

It is equally evident that the apostle 





' Paul is speaking of audible prayer and 


thanksgiving in I Corinthians 14:14-17. 
The problem of “tongues” is here pres- 
ent, of course, but the principle which 
the apostle is enforcing is that our 
praying and thanksgiving in the assem- 


| bly of God’s people should be such as to

A. Christians, since apostolic times, 
have observed the first day of the week 
as a memorial of the resurrection of 


| Christ (cf.. John 20:1,19; Acts 20:6,7; 


I Cor. 16:2). 

Leviticus II provided legislation con- 
cerning the diet of Israel, discriminating 
clean from unclean beasts. In Acts 10, 


Peter is given a special revelation pre- 
paratory to his taking the gospel to 
Cornelius. Refusing to eat of the food 
presented to him in a vision, on the 
ground that he had never eaten any- 
thing “common or unclean,” he heard 
the heavenly voice declare, ‘““What God 
hath cleansed, that call not thou com- 
mon.” To Peter, a, gentile like Cornelius 
would be deemed “unclean,” but God 
was revealing to Peter the fact that He 
could cleanse the unclean, and desired 
Peter to be an instrument whereby the 
gospel of God’s grace might be brought 
to a gentile. 

That the Christian is not subject to 
the ceremonial law of the Old Testa- 
ment is clearly taught in Scripture. To 
those who were tempted along those 
lines, Paul writes, “Stand fast, therefore, 
in the liberty wherewith Christ hath 
made us free, and be not entangled 
again with the yoke of bondage” (Gal. 
5:1).—Charles F. Pfeiffer 


Q. Whai are some Scripture verses 
which show that children who die under 
the age of accountability are saved?— 
P.H., Tennessee 


A. I do not know of any definite Scrip- 
ture which teaches that children who 
die before the age of accountability are 
saved. The term “age of accountability” 
is a man-made term, for no one knows 
definitely what this age is, but it refers 
to the time when the child does become 
responsible. It is well to teach children 
even while they are very young that 
salvation is only through faith in the 
Lord Jesus Christ, for there are many 
records of children knowing they are 
saved when they are very young. 

I presume, however, that babies are 
referred to in this question. The attitude 
of our Lord toward children is to be 
taken into consideration. He said, “It is 
not the will of your Father which is in 
heaven, that one of these little ones 
should perish” (Matt. 18:14). He said 
also, “Suffer the little children, and for- 
bid them not to come unto me: for of 
such is the kingdom of heaven” (Matt. 
19:14). I feel that the propitiatory work 
of Christ avails for them, and that they 
are protected until they come to the 
age of accountability—Robert H. Belton

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Flood of Fury 

What are alcoholic beverages doing to our country? 
No one could attempt to write the total cost of the free- 
dom to sell and consume liquor—a cost measurable not 
only in dollars and cents but in wretchedness, ruin, crime 
and depravity. However, these significant figures have 
recently come to our attention. 

Last year while the American people spent less than 7 
billion dollars for public schools and less than 4 billion 
for all church and charity purposes, they spent 94% billion 
for alcoholic beverages. America spent on the average 
of $18,700 per hour for alcohol in 1954. 

There are now 441,800 liquor establishments in the 
U. S. compared with some 300,000 churches. 

Alcohol-related offenses accounted for 59 per cent of 
the arrests for all offenses during 1955, according to FBI 
reports. 

And the alcoholic beverage industry is sparing nothing 
to make the coming months “bigger and better.” For 
example, our source reports: 

Distillers spent $41,055,000 last year in newspaper ad- 
vertising—an all-time high. 

Big name brands of alcoholic beverages were exhibited 
in the Democratic convention hall in Chicago for the first 
time this year. 

Calvert distilleries are tying in with the National Beef 
Council for a campaign featuring the eating of premium 
beef with Calvert whiskey. 

A new “teen beer”—a near-beer with alcoholic content 
which smells, looks and tastes like real beer—has been 
developed. Hoped for market: the grade and high school 
boy and girl. 

Had enough? When will the profit hungry alcoholic 
industry and its advertising partners have enough? Or 
when will America wake up? 


Convention Object Lesson 

The great national political conventions are over, and 
again we have been made thoughtful by the way which, 
under the democratic processes, the candidates are 
chosen. And for some reason this spectacle of order 
emerging from confusion makes us think of the order 
and purpose which God ultimately brings into the lives 
of His redeemed. 

For consider how many forces are at work to dethrone 
the Christian from the high position to which grace has 
brought him. Think of his wrestlings with the world, 
the flesh, and the devil; his ofttime groping for the will 
of God; the pressures that are without and the fears that 
are within; the temptation to fight when he should be 
at rest and the longing to rest when the battle rages 
long and hard. 

Then consider him as the years come and go, and time 
and experience bring their inevitable influence to bear. 
Joy and sorrow do their work, and love begins to sweeten 
the whole. And all the conflicts begin to merge, and all 
the contradictions are seen to be in agreement, and all 
the tangled ends begin to run together. And gradually 
in that heart there emerges a sense of pattern, with the 
wonderful, comforting realization that an all-wise God 
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is fashioning his life. 

We think of David’s life experience, where jealousy 
and love, happiness and heartbreak, poverty and riches, 
victory and defeat, praise and prayer wrought so 
strangely together. When it was all over God had a word 
concerning His servant, and it was this: he was a man 
after God’s own heart. Though David had plumbed the 
depths, morally speaking, he could never forget that his 
highest good and purest love was in God, and the main- 
stream of his life was Godward. 

And so it must be, we are persuaded, with all those 
who, having made the great decision for Christ, have 
entered into the family of God. Are you discouraged? 
Is the battle too great for you? Are you groping for the 
will of God for your life? Are you wondering how it 
will all end? Never fear! Greater is He that is in you 
than he that is in the world. Set your course Godward, 
and forgetting all else follow Christ, however stum- 
blingly, as He leads, in the path of faith and love and 
obedience. 


How to “Eat’? the Word 

The Christian’s perennial need—one which becomes 
more acute as the world about him grows colder and 
more indifferent—is to feed on the Word of God. This 
means faithfulness in reading the Bible day by day, but 
it also means much more. 

Most Christians as individuals and certainly churches 
as a whole are suffering from spiritual malnutrition—in 
many cases because Christians have never learned to 
feed themselves. Are you well fed? And if not, why? 
Few teachers are better qualified to help you in this 
important matter than James M. Gray who as editor of 
Moopy Montuty gave the following counsel to readers 
years ago. 

* * ~ 

There is a great difference between “finding” the Word 
of God and “eating” it, and it is the man who eats it that 
gets the benefit of it. Eating makes digestion and as- 
similation possible, and when these functions are normal 
in their working, the result is health and strength, and 
all the usefulness and joy of living. 

Holding the Word in your mind is like holding food in 
your mouth. That is how to get the full taste of it. 
Prayer does in the one case what saliva does in the other. 
Turning it round and round, thinking of it from this 
point of view and that, asking questions about it, taking 
it to your pastor, your Sunday school teacher, searching 
its meaning in a commentary, all these things correspond 
to the chewing that makes good digestion and assimila- 
tion. 

Now the only way to hold the Word in your mind is 
to memorize it. It is not hard to do this, and when 
you begin to see the benefit of it, it becomes a real 
pleasure.... 

Make the task as easy as possible by taking a portion 
so small that it may be readily recalled several times 
during the busy day. And see that you do recall it, that 
is the point. Master your will until it obeys you almost 
automatically and you are able to recall the Scripture 
without effort. You will be surprised how soon you will 
be able to do this, and it will mean so much to you. 

The other morning at family prayers I read this verse 
in Proverbs 18:10: “The name of the Lord is a strong 
tower; the righteous runneth into it, and is safe.” I at 
once fastened it correctly in my mind, and as I walked 
to my office, I kept “eating” it, turning it over and over, 
and getting such a sweet taste out of it, and such a sense 
of strength and spiritual satisfaction. 

“The name of the Lord,’” said I, “why that means the 
Lord Himself! He is a ‘strong tower.’ And the ‘strong 
tower’? In olden time, that was a place of defense and 
protection, like our forts today. “The righteous runneth 
into it. Who can the righteous be, save those who are 
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made righteous through receiving Christ by faith as their 
righteousness? 

“*Runneth’—there is a thought of haste because of the 
pursuit by the enemy,” and Paul’s words came into my 
mind, “We wrestle not against flesh and blood, but against 
principalities, against powers, against spiritual wicked- 
ness in high places.” “Runneth into it, and is safe.” 
Oh, the security and peace of the believer who puts his 
trust in God! And so I kept on “masticating” the Word 
and finding something new in it at every bite. 

Before the day was over, I needed all the strength I 
got out of it. There were trials that day; the enemy 
was on my heels, and how glad I was to run, and to 
know the place to run and be safe! 

I think this is what the prophet meant when he said: 
“Thy words were found, and I did eat them; and thy 
word was unto me the joy and rejoicing of my heart.” 
And this is why I urge every Christian to memorize a 
portion of the Word of God every day. It gives his soul 
something to feed upon, and the more he feeds upon, 
and digests and assimilates it, the greater is his spiritual 
strength, and joy, and power, and fruitfulness in the Lord. 

Let me illustrate this. The next day after my ex- 
perience with Proverbs 18:10, I was at a prayer meeting, 
and being suddenly called upon to give a word of ex- 
hortation, I had an opportunity to pass on that verse 
to three or four hundred people. And to how many more 
will they pass it on? Can you compute the number of 
souls to whom they may pass it on in a lifetime, and who, 
in turn, may pass it on, and on, and on, while the age 
lasts! And all because of that one morning, and because 
I held it long enough to chew it well! 

Memorize the Bible if you want to be blessed and 
and become a blessing. 


Where the Difference Begins 

Conservative Christians are apt to be criticized, very 
often, for the stand they take on ideas advanced by 
liberal or modernist or neo-orthodox theologians. The 
criticism goes that we ought to meet their arguments 
on the basis of scholarship rather than what is termed 
the argument ad hominem. That is, we should confine 
ourselves more with what the man says than with who 
he is or what he believes. 

Now, we are certainly not against sound, conserva- 
tive scholarship. There is a desperate need for it in every 
field of Christian thought and endeavor. Moreover, there 
is a great deal to be said against the argument ad 
hominem. It’s an easy way out when one is hard pressed 
for an answer. It is likely to be based on unfounded 
prejudice rather than on sound reasoning. And its net 
result may be to defame or derogate the man while 
ignoring the necessity for answering his arguments. All 


these devices any Christian should scorn to use 

But there is another side to this question which is 
frequently ignored. Often a discussion is confined to 
surface contradictions, whereas the deep-down differ- 
ences, the bases from which the various arguments 
spring, are not dealt with at all. And the net result is 
only a waste of time. 

Why, for example, should a Protestant believer argue 
with a member of the Roman Catholic Church as to 
whether he should confess his sins to a priest? Or 
whether he should direct his prayers to Mary, the 
mother of Jesus? These are only surface questions. The 
underlying question is: Which is judged authoritative in 
Christian life and practice, the church of Rome, or the 
Bible which is the Word of God? The detail questions 
are soon resolved when the basic positions are clearly 
understood. 

To use another specific example, we recently noted that 
Dr. Reinhold Niebuhr criticized Dr. Billy Graham for 
not emphasizing in his evangelistic message that before 
a man can actually partake of the salvation of Christ 
he must first of all be committed to the fact that all men, 
of whatever race or color, are equal. And the writer went 
to great lengths to show that Dr. Graham, able as he 
was, could never come to his true spiritual stature until 
he recognized this question which is engaging the minds 
and passions of men throughout the land and included 
it in the gospel that he preached. 

These are only surface arguments that confuse and 
divide. Getting down to basics, the “gospel” as Dr. 
Neibuhr understands it is far removed from the gospel 
that Billy Graham preaches. , 

Dr. Graham preaches salvation by faith alone—with 
good works following, to be sure, but certainly not 
going before as an adjunct or prerequisite of salvation, 
else who should stand? Mr. Neibuhr’s “gospel,” on the 
other hand, is not derived from the inerrant, unchange- 
able Word, but is a strange mixture of the Word with a 
twentieth century social philosophy—which, incidentally, 
might well be outmoded in the twenty-first century. 

For a third example, consider the present world situa- 
tion and the relationship of the free world and Com- 
munism. How tragic it would be for us to judge Com- 
munism solely on the basis of its political maneuverings, 
the surface tactics which are largely compounded of 
expediency, mental reservation and obstruction. The 
system must be judged, not on its tactical gyrations, but 
on its basic strategy, its long-term objectives, its vowed 
philosophy of society, government, and economics. 

And so with our view of the ideas advanced by 
Romanists and Protestant liberals, modernists, and neo- 
orthodoxists. The truth, simply expressed, is that they 
argue from a different base than we do.

HOOKS OF SATAN 


by Martha M. Evans 


s one who has had considerable experience with Satan’s wiles, 

I feel safe in saying that he never uses a new hook as long 

as the old one will work. Most of his hooks, I find, may be 

classified under three general categories: deceivers, dis- 
tractors, and disturbers. 

Lying is one of the most common barbs among the hooks of 
deceit, and because Satan is a liar (John 8:44) he misrepresents 
himself first of all. Do you think he would ever come to a Chris- 
tian with the admission, “This is Satan! I’ve come to separate 
you from God”? No. He is much more likely to appear as an 
angel of light (II Cor. 11:14,15) with the claim, “This is the 
way, walk ye in it.” 

The things Satan suggests to the Christian may not be very 
wrong; in fact, all he may need to do is sow a doubt or raise a 
question. He snared Eve on a bland query about the trees of the 
garden. And what a golden opportunity to misrepresent not 
only himself, but God! “Ye shall not surely die: for God doth 
know that in the day ye eat ... ye shall be as gods, knowing 
good and evil” (Gen. 3:4,5). 

That kind of advice is amazingly well preserved in spite of its 
age. You know the argument—worldly wisdom is indispensable 
to success and happiness; it’s a great thing to have “been 
around”; naiveté is synonymous with stupidity; and so on. 

Or he may try to sell you on the virtues of broadmindedness. 
“Really, my dear,” he’ll argue. “Aren’t you being awfully nar- 
row? What if you don’t approve? You might at least be gracious 
enough to attend since they invited you. Judging—that’s what 
you’re doing, instead of trying to see the good, positive side of 
people.” 

Make way! Our angel of light is about to land with two other 
barbs of deceit, blindness and deafness, poised and ready to 
strike. 

Few persons go blind or deaf gyernight, and far be it from 
Satan to insist on hurry; he'll just ease in gradually. A little 
touch of worldliness; a little yielding on crucial points; a little 
pep talk, perhaps; a well-timed invitation and the blinders 
come down. Little by little the eyes get accustomed to the dark, 
the ears get accustomed to God's silence, and before the victim 
knows what has happened he is both blind and deaf. 

Unless Christians are getting their bearings constantly from 
the Word of God, unless they like Jesus in His temptation can 
reply with an “It is written,” they will find their ideals and 
standards dangerously shifting. Especially if they pay too much 
attention to the pseudo-intellectuals who (perfectly insensitive 
to the gospel message) root around aimlessly in the truths 
Christians hold dear. Spiritual things are spiritually perceived; 
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Often Satan's suggestions seem legitimate in themselves, but 
underneath are the barbs of deceit, distraction or disturbance. 


no good comes from allowing such moles 
to disturb our roots! 


+ SaTan’s second hook is distraction. 
When you kneel to pray, and feel dis- 
tracted and disturbed, when you find 
such a multitude of little things, all 
legitimate in themselves, crowding into 
your mind, so that your prayers first 
falter and then become incoherent, be 
sure of one thing—it is of the devil. 

Then comes that quiet voice reminding 
of things undone: “Don’t you think you 
ought to be calling on that sick neighbor 
rather than kneeling here for prayer?” 

Not for a moment would Satan dream 
of suggesting that you steal your neigh- 
bor’s lawnmower or rob his household 
safe. Oh, no! His suggestion in itself is 
quite legitimate; probably you had 
planned a trip to see the sick one, to- 
morrow afternoon at the latest. 

But Satan does not want you to go— 
he does not want you to do anything—he 
wants you merely to be distracted. 

Suppose you do rise from your knees 
and hurry to the neighbor’s house. He’ll 
merely change his line. “Aren’t you 
ashamed?” he’ll ask. “You didn’t keep 
your prayer time today! Better not do 
this right now. You really ought to...” 
And so it goes. 

Or his distractions may come like this. 
Suppose under the Spirit’s direction you 
have set aside time for daily prayer. As 
that time draws near, littie undone tasks 
begin to come to mind, each one needing 
attention before the day is over. So you 
keep doing just one more little thing, 
and one more thing—until in horror you 


find the time for prayer is entirely gone. 


+ Satan is also a great creator of con- 
fusion. If he can’t deceive us away from 
God, if he can’t distract us, he’ll make a 
disturbance. All that is wrong with many 
present day amusements, for example, is 
that they take one’s mind and attention 
away from God. Here again Satan’s ar- 
guments are subtle. “Every intelligent 
person (note the flattery) needs a broad 
background in the arts,” he argues. “You 
stay at home too much! Get out and 
have some fun or you'll find yourself be- 
coming lopsided.” 

Or he will try to get you very, very 
busy. He may even tempt you with 
church activity. Make mere church work 
your objective and you can “serve the 
Lord” twenty-four hours a day without 
anybody—not even your’ unchurched 
friends—thinking you are queer. If you 
are content to be a whirlwind without 
any actual spiritual accomplishment, 
Satan will let you go ahead without 
much opposition. 

On the other hand, mail out some 
tracts, give a devotional talk—in fact, do 
almost anything for the Lord—and you 
will probably hear Satan’s_ protests. 
“How foolish!” he may chide. “You prob- 
ably offended those folks. Otherwise they 
might have been interested in the gos- 
pel!” Or he may whisper, “You didn’t 
really have God’s message tonight, now 
did you?” He does not say you failed, 
perhaps; he simply raises a disturbing 
question. 


+ SaTAN can give his accusations a subtle 


twist that lingers—one that may leave 
you uneasy and uncomfortable for days 
and unfit for your best service. If he does 
not roar in your ears like a lion, he can 
always find some unctuous sophisticate 
to put you in your place. No wonder he 
has been called the “accuser of our 
brethren.” He is a conveyer of uneasy 
feelings, emotional distress, fear and 
anxiety. 

But thank God, we need not give place 
to Satan. As those in God’s army, we are 
to resist him, not in our power but in the 
Name of Christ. “Resist the devil,” says 
James, “and he will flee from you.” And 
so he will. 

Never expect Satan to give quarter or 
to let up in his attacks. He will discour- 
age you until you are prostrate; then 
kick you while you are down. He will try 
to keep you so busy with the affairs of 
this world that there is no time for 
prayer, so preoccupied that the Word 
makes little sense, so pressured you feel 
there is no time for waiting upon the 
Lord. But he is defeated. In Jesus Christ 
he has more than met his match, and he 
need not win a single battle from us— 
not one. 

True, it is easier to say this than to 
remember it in the face of disappoint- 
ment, persecution and grief of soul, but 
Jesus Christ who defeated Satan is the 
same yesterday, today and forever. 
Satan’s sentence has already been read, 
his ultimate abiding place already 
chosen. Jesus has destroyed his power, 
and though Satan and his barbs remain 
for now, they should only press us closer 
to the One who is the Victor. END

The article which follows is the fourth and concluding one 
in a series begun in Moopy MONTHLY last November.

y”’ see a young man in good health, 
ambitious, cultured, well able to do 
something constructive in life.

the outset, and go right to the heart of the problem? 

JAECK: The first thing that hits me right between the 
eyes—both as a parent and as one who has worked in this 
field—is the fact that so frequently we ourselves are the 
obstacles. 

KAMM: By “we” you mean we oldsters? 

JAECK: Yes—the adults, in other words, that form such a 
big part in the world of adolescents and young people. 

KAMM: That is—what you are thinking of is—children see 
the world through older people oftimes ... 

JAECK: Yes. 

KAMM: And the way they live, their attitudes—whether 
they like it or not—are the result of being all too frequently 
forced to see it through our eyes. - 

JAECK: That’s right. 

HILDEBRANDT: The trouble is, we live so closely with our 
children that a great many times they know that our pro- 
fession is not the same as our confession. They see us worrying, 
for example, they see us anxious, and they say, “Where is this 
faith that you talk about? Does it really mean what you say 
it does? If it does, then what are you so worried about?” 

KAMM: Mr. Jaeck, you have had considerable opportunity 
to talk to young people in trouble.

“No complacent life in America could satisfy me,’ writes 
Mrs. Auguste Kluehe, “after the rich blessings God showered 
upon me in 1950. In answer to my earnest prayer, God pro- 
vided the means and sent me to Germany, my native land, 
where He gave me six months of blessed fellowship and serv- 
ice. It was my privilege to lead a number of souls to Christ, 
including some of my own relatives. 

“A burden and compassionate love for the Jews came upon 
me the following year, and in January, 1952, at the age of 
sixty-two, the Lord again answered my prayer and provided 
the means for a trip to Israel as a personal witness of the 
saving grace of the Lord Jesus Christ.” 

The full account of Mrs. Kluehe’s months in Israel fill sev- 
enty-five pages of book manuscript. The incidents presented 
here, however, are shared in the hope that they will be “a 
blessing and an inspiration to other born-again men and 
women to trust Christ in every step of their lives and win 
souls to His glory.” The account below begins with her ez- 
periences in Tiberias to which she had felt led shortly after 
her arrival at the port of Haifa. 


I 
ISHING is good on the Sea of Tiberias. I often watched the 
I fishermen and wondered how this one might resemble old 
Zebedee, John, James or Peter. 

One afternoon as I took my favorite walk along the sea, 
it was not calm as usual, but choppy and windy. Suddenly 
the Lord stopped me. There was a man sitting on a stone 
near the water’s edge. He was slouched down, and I could not 
see whether he was young or old. I wanted to obey God, but 
felt that it would be a risk going over to him as I could not see 
his face. But the Lord seemed to speak to me saying, “For 
that reason I brought you here. Wiil you obey Me?” 

“Yes, Lord,” I answered, and walked slowly toward the man. 

When he saw me, he got up from the stone. where he had 
been sitting and started to walk away. 

“I’m sorry,” I said. “I did not mean to disturb you.” 

Immediately he turned. “You speak English!” he exclaimed. 
He spoke English well, and when I told him that I was here 
from America he became very friendly, as most people did. 

We sat down on two big stones, facing each other, and he 
began to tell me about himself. He was thirty-two and had 
just arrived in Tiberias from Egypt. Being a Jew, he had ex- 
pected to find a welcome in Israel, maybe work he could do 
and friends. He had clerked in Egypt and was able to speak 
five languages, but in Israel he had been sent to a kibbutz to 
do farm work. He had expected that some of his people would 
at least be friendly and give him a helping hand until he 
could become more familiar with the Hebrew language, but 
everyone was so busy with his own problems that he felt like 
a forgotten man, lonesome and discouraged.

“Why don’t you try my medicine?” I asked. 

“And what is your medicine?” he replied. 

“Prayer,” I answered. 

“TI do not know how to pray. I never prayed in my life,” he 
said simply. 

I knew that the mercy of God had led me to this man, and 
began to tell him the good news about One who cares for him 
and loves him. He did not interrupt, but seemed to drink in 
every word. After I had made it clear that he was a sinner 
and as such lost, I told him the loving Saviour died for him 
and now wanted to come into his heart and save him. 

“T know that is all true,” he said, “but I cannot believe.” 

“May I pray for you?” I asked, and he nodded yes. We 
bowed our heads and I prayed as never before that the Holy 
Spirit would take the blindness from his eyes and warm his 
heart. I felt that this was holy ground, and God met a sinner! 

When I asked him to pray, he just said, “Tell me how.” 

I told him about the Pharisee and the publican praying in 
the temple. The Pharisee prayed a proud prayer and God did 
not hear it, but the publican simply prayed, “God, be merci- 
ful to me a sinner.” The Lord said the publican went away 
justified. Then I showed him Revelation 3:20: “Behold, I 
stand at the door, and knock: if any man hear my voice, and 
open the door, I will come in to him, and will sup with him, 
and he with me.” 

The picture was that of the Lord Jesus standing at his 
heart’s door, I told him, and he had only to open the door and 
let Him in. 

“Just talk to the Lord the way you would talk to me,” I 
said. 

So Baruch Friedman began to tell the Lord that he was a 
sinner and wanted to be forgiven. He asked the Lord Jesus to 
come into his heart, as he believed He was his Messiah. Then 
he paused and turned to me. “Is that all?” he said. 

I suggested that he bow with me again in prayer and thank

Now that he was a newly born babe in Christ and the chiid 
of God I told him he needed to do three things every day in 
order to grow: (1) read the Word of God which is food for his 
soul; (2) pray, that is speak to his Father in heaven, for God 
wants His children to come and talk to Him, and (3) tell 
someone else about the saving grace of the Lord Jesus Christ. 

Baruch didn’t have a Bible. He said he could read best in 
French, so I promised to get him a French Bible and gave him 
some literature to read in the meantime. Altogether we had 
spent about three hours together, and now it was time to go. 
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He walked home with me, humming a melody—his burden 
was gone!

That night I prayed definitely that the Lord would lead me 
to a French Bible. I had only English and German Testaments 
with me, and didn’t even know a French person in Tiberias, 
but I knew the Lord was able to provide. 

The following day I went to the office of the tourist agency 
where there was a young man who spoke English. He told me 
he knew a nurse in the Scottish Hospital who owned several 
Bibles in different languages. She was a sweet Christian and 
owned a French Bible, along with several others. On hearing 
that a young man had received the Lord Jesus as his Mes- 
siah, she refused to sell it but gave it to me. I thanked her and 
also the Lord for this wonderful provision and went on my 
way. 

Baruch Friedman lived in a tent settlement on the outskirts 
of Tiberias, and I started out to bring him his Bible. The 
neighborhood was hilly, and as I trudged along I heard foot- 
steps behind me. Turning I saw Baruch, looking very happy 
and glad to see me. He quickly told me that he had found 
work since our visit together, and showed me the literature 
I had given him which he carried in [Continued on page 71]

groping for spiritual help. 

“God has made this work a real bless- 
ing to a number of people we have con- 
tacted in this way,’ Mrs. McLain tells. 
“We know from the letters we receive 
in reply.” 

From the first seventy-five letters she 
sent out, Mrs. McLain received twelve 
grateful replies. She and her husband 
are convinced that this is a work for the 
Lord in which scores of other Christians 
might share—if they cared enough to 
take the time to do it. 

Is the ministry worth the effort? One 
of the replies Mrs. McLain received went 
like this. “I had never given much 
thought to death. I was too busy trying 
to live. But I do want to see my little 
girl again.” Tragedy had come suddenly 
into this home—as so often it does. This 
mother’s little five year old had died of 
a fractured skull after tumbling from the 
back door of the family car. 

Another mother, after her nineteen- 
year-old boy was killed in an automobile 
crash, wrote in response to Mrs. Mc- 
Lain’s note of sympathy: “I’m not saved, 
and neither is my husband. Won’t you 
come to see us?” 


When the McLains called in this home, 
the mother accepted Christ as her Sav- 
iour, and is now a member of the local 
Baptist church. 

Each correspondence is a_new and dif- 
ferent adventure in Christian service. 
Take the case of another family where a 
little daughter was killed. Mrs. McLain 
wrote a letter of sympathizing comfort 
to the parents. Back came an answer 
with an earnest invitation to call, and 
Mr. and Mrs. McLain went. They found 
that the mother, after years of backslid- 
ing, had come back to the Lord, and 
since the death of their little girl, the 
husband had been gloriously saved. The 
couple had some spiritual problems to 
solve, and the McLains were able to help 
them in their perplexity. This couple was 
added to the many fine Christian friends 
Mr. and Mrs. McLain have gained 
through their letter writing ministry. 

But you are so busy you haven’t the 
time, you say? You think time must lay 
heavy on the McLain’s hands for them 
to indulge in this work? 

Well, hardly. When this couple learned 
to sing “Make Me a Blessing,” God took

lowed row after row across her tiny 

garden. Not one weed left to choke 

her prize-winning plants! She stood 
to give her back a stretch, then reached 
down again and scooped up the remain- 
ing pile of weeds. 

There are weeds, too, in family rela- 
tionships. And often before the believer 
can win an unsaved mate to Christ, he 
is obliged to eliminate certain non- 
spiritual problems which stand in the 
way of harmony and testimony in the 
home. 

There are various difficulties related to 
marriage which may need attention be- 
fore you can win your unsaved mate to 
Christ. If the situation in the home 
seems to be assuming problem propor- 
tions, it would be well for you to take 
inventory. Every possible contributing 
factor should be faced honestly. It is 
easy to feel that your unsaved mate is 
the sole disturbing cause, but in reality 
it may be that he or she has little to do 
with the basic problems in the home. 

For example, a health condition may 
aggravate a home problem. When a per- 
son is not well, he is less able to take 
the rougher spots of everyday living. 
Poor health tends to exaggerate family 
problems. 

But good health is not automatically 
maintained. A giant plane is built to be

air-borne, but it needs refueling and 
constant repair to keep it in the sky. 
Similarly, periodic medical examinations 
are important in maintaining good 
health. Often the pressures in the home 
are greatly eased or eliminated entirely 
when a source of physical weakness or 
illness is detected and given proper treat- 
ment. With good health, there is addi- 
tional happiness in the marriage itself. 
Yet there are thousands of unhappy men 
and women for whom a complete physi- 
cal examination is long overdue! 


+ In the case of a Christian who is 
married to an unbeliever, another very 
important factor which can create seri- 
ous tension concerns in-laws. If, as is 
usually true, the believer’s parents are 
Christians, a difficult in-law relationship 
may exist from the beginning of mar- 
riage. Christian parents are almost cer- 
tain to side with the saved mate. The un- 
believer may be blamed for every bad 
family relationship that arises, when 
actually the fault may not be all his. 

Ken was the Christian son of devout 
Christian parents. While away at college, 
Joyce won his heart. Although not a 
believer, Joyce did attend churclr, and 
Ken made the mistake of assuming that 
it would all work out fine, so, they 
married. 

They had their share of differences in 


marriage. Joyce was unaware that Ken’s 
parents considered her the sole cause of 
every little dissension between Ken and 
herself. But more and more she sensed 
that Ken and his mother were siding 
together. Things that Joyce had not in- 
tended to be obstinate were misunder- 
stood. One evening Ken’s mother spoke 
with particular sharpness. “Well,” she 
remarked, “we can’t expect anything 
better from one who doesn’t know the 
Lord!” 

Joyce didn’t know the Lord, but she 
knew that it hurt to have those who 
did, misunderstand and abuse. Her big 
brown eyes looked toward Ken’s mother. 
With a wavering voice she said, “Well, 
mom, if I knew a better way, I'd try it!” 

That Christian mother realized at once 
that she, not her daughter-in-law, was 
to blame. Walking over to her, she put 
her arm around the one who did not 
know the way. “Forgive me, dear,” she 
said quickly. “Together we shall trust 
God to lead us.” 

Prayer, consideration, and love took 
the place of the fault-finding and criti- 
cism that had been in the Christian 
parent’s heart. It was a glorious day 
when that mother saw her son and his 
wife take their places together as fol- 
lowers of Christ. And it was a precious 
experience when Joyce later said, ““Mom, 
I’ll never be able to thank you enough 
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for leading me to the Lord!” 

If in-laws are aggravating the division 
in your home, prayerfully consider what 
can be done. If they are your own 
parents—-and Christians—it should be 
possible to enlist their sympathetic 
understanding and co-operation. In 
other instances perhaps a reasonable 
agreement between you and your mate as 
to in-law visits and other related prob- 
lems will eliminate or ease the soreness 
of this trouble spot. 


+ ANOTHER frequent source of trouble 
in the divided home concerns the chil- 
dren. Often there is no simple solution 
to these problems, but a facing of the 
situation by husband and wife will lead 
to an agreement on matters which other- 
wise would continue to cause friction. 

Discipline problems in a home where 
only one parent is a Christian are often 
made more acute by the parents’ dif- 
ferences of opinion. I think of one hus- 
band and wife who are going through a 
tragic circumstance. 

The young mother cares dearly for the 
things of the Lord. But the father in his 
unsaved condition is drawn to parties 
and places of amusement which the 
mother feels she cannot attend. The 
father is developing a feeling of rejection 
in the home, so he is attempting to draw 
the children to himself by refusing to 
correct them. 

The matter of easing such a situation is 
neither simple nor easy. But there are 
solutions. Increase the feeling of the 
father’s acceptance in the home. Take 
every legitimate opportunity to encour- 





age the children’s love for their father. 
Compliment dad and let him know he’s 
loved. Meanwhile the mother must exer- 
cise prayer and tact in disciplining the 
children in a spirit of love which will be 
evident even to them. 

In some instances it may be possible 
to point out to the unsaved parent that 
he is influencing his children in choices 
which will affect their lives and future 
happiness, to say nothing of their souls’ 
salvation. 

I think, for example, of Charles who, 
though saved at the age of ten, was the 
son of a non-Christian father. Through- 
out his high school years, Charles felt 
a tug in his heart toward the mission 
field. His father could only picture to 
his son the advantages of the life of a 
banker. At his desk years later Charles 
confessed that the choice he had been 
induced to make had led to a life of 
disappointment. “If dad had only known 
God,” he said, “I would have heard God 
talking through him. As it was, I heard 
only my dad. My heart will always be 
on the mission field.” 

As a psychologist I frequently come 
into contact with families who have an 
exceptional child—one with a particular 
handicap. Such a child may be a storm 
center in the home and a source of 
hindrance to the winning of an unsaved 
mate. For example, Mr. Reeves, a saved 
father, and Mrs. Reeves, an unsaved 
mother, have a slow, dull-normal young- 
ster. They continually disagree about 
disciplining the child. The mother feels 
that the father is not patient, while the 
father believes that the boy is lazy and 





over-protected by his mother. Naturally 
this serious misunderstanding results in 
constant friction and unhappiness. 
My suggestion to these parents and 
others in similar difficulty is to seek 
professional help. A well-qualified psy- 
chologist could give this aid. By means 
of a thorough case study followed by 
counseling sessions with the parents, Mr. 
and Mrs. Reeves could gain under’stond- 
ing of their child’s condition and learn 
better ways of working with him. If this 
were done a major source of disa-rce- 
ment and friction would be removed 
from the home and the way cleared for 
the winning of the unsaved mother. 


+ Frnatiy, there is a very simpie but 
basic difficulty in many homes which 
should be faced and removed if the 
unsaved mate is to be won. This is the 
lack of mutual interests and understand- 
ing. In many divided homes the husband 
has his own life and interests; the wife 
has hers. Little is being done to bridge 
the gap between their separate inter- 
ests or to weave their lives together. 

I think of the very typical home where 
Betty loves the Lord, but Dick is un- 
saved. Dick comes home after work, 
wanting to unburden a business problem 
to his wife. They settle down in their 
easy chairs after dinner and John begins 
to share his problem. 

“Please, please, honey,” Betty protests. 
“I have so much to think about here 
at the house. Let’s talk about something 
pleasant while you are home.” Dick 
closes up like a clam so tension and re- 
sentment mount. [Continued on page 37]

The Church—the Temple of tod 


The Temple—tts Character 


ITH chapter four of the book of 
i} Ephesians, a great practical section 

of the letter begins. It is a picture 
of the church as God wants the world to 
see it. 

Its message, therefore, is extremely 
down-to-earth, and deals more particu- 
larly with the church as an organization 
than as an organism. It is the manifes- 
tation to the world of the truths taught 
in chapters one to three. Christian liv- 
ing is a vital part of God’s plan for us, 
and no epistle of Paul is complete with- 
out the practical application. It is rec- 
ognized that the son of a king should 
act in such a way as to grace his royal 
position. 

The argument here is that since the 
church is all that God has stated it to be 
in chapters one to three, it should live 
in a manner becoming its profession. It 
is a picture of what God normally re- 
quires of a heavenly citizen. The apostle 
Paul was a practical man. He was no 
mere idealist, but with his ideals there 
was also a getting close to life as it is 
really lived. 


+ A reading of the first sixteen verses of 
the fourth chapter makes it very clear 


that the character of this great temple 


is to be that of unity. The central fact 
in the fourth chapter is the fact of a 
united church. That is what God wants 
the world to see in His church. Alas, 
that the church presents such a sorry 
spectacle! 

The chapter begins with a plea for the 
“unity of the Spirit in the bond of 
peace.” This is the unity which has been 
accomplished by the Holy Spirit who has 
already united us to Christ in one body. 
The Christian is not bidden to create the 
unity. He is to strive to keep it. The 
admonition is to the individual and, in 
practical language, it means that each 
child of God is expected to recognize 
and love every other Christian. 

There are many examples of this in 
the early story of the church. In,that 
early day, the church was not numeri- 
cally large enough to admit of two or 
three or more groups in the one city or 
locality, and therefore, the admonition 


to unity referred to the relationship of 
individual to individual. Nowhere in the 
Bible is there the slightest excuse for 
sectarianism and its attendant strife. 

If the church lives in the light of this 
exhortation to unity, it will not be be- 
cause we have made a unity or created 
a peace, but rather that Christ has made 
us one, and it is ours to keep that unity 
which already exists, if not in our as- 
semblies, at least in the plan of God. 

This thought of the church’s character 
is emphasized over and over. Note the 
emphasis on unity: 


Verse 3: the unity of the Spirit 


Verse 4: One body 
One Spirit 
One hope of your calling 


Verse 5: One Lord 
One faith 
One baptism 


Verse 6: One God and Father of all 


Verse 13: Till we all come in 
the unity of the faith 
.. unto a perfect man 


No more vivid picture of unity can be 
given than is set forth by the figure of 
the human body. It is a unit; each mem- 
ber is controlled by the head, no member 
able to do without the other or be inde- 
pendent of the other. Yet, there are over 
three hundred sects in Christendom. 
The wonder is that there are not more, 
for men have not heeded this important 
injunction—“there is one body, and one 
Spirit.” 

“Spirit’’ here, of course, is the Holy 
Spirit. He it is who convicts of sin. He 
regenerates. He indwells. He seals. He 
baptizes. He fills. It will be seen that all 
these ministries of the Spirit are unify- 
ing and are all to the same end, making 
the saints perfect men. 

These seven eternal truths, given in 
verses three to six, are the basis upon 
which unity is founded. Surely it be- 
comes a Christian to manifest this in his 
relationship to all other Christians, and 
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In God’s recital of the Temple virtues the one 


that ts emphasised above all the rest ts unity 


thus show to the world that character 
of unity which God wants him to mani- 
fest. 


+ Not only does Paul outline the ideal, 
but he is specific in his statement of how 
this unity is possible. To keep the unity 
in the bonds of peace may be a com- 
mendable effort, but how can it be done? 
There is only one answer to this, and it 
is the one answer the church will not 
universally accept. Paul discusses the 
essential virtues that keep peace and 
make for unity. 

It is not necessary to read volumes of 
ethics to determine these. They are all 
told in one short verse. It is as if the 
apostle were saying: Do you want to 
know how to keep peace in the church? 
This is the way: “With all lowliness.” 

This is the first named heart adjust- 
ment necessary, and it is a virtue most 
difficult to obtain. The Greek word for 
lowliness is “tapeinos,” the same from 
which is derived the word “tapestry.” It 
is an Oriental rug or carpet. That signi- 
fies an article of furniture which is con- 
tent with the lowest place in the room. 
A carpet is something to walk on. Men 
even wipe their feet on it. 

The great trouble with the average 
Christian is that this idea has no appeal. 
He is constantly talking about “his 
rights” and that he will see to it that no 
one tramples on “his rights.” So long as 
he. is ever zealous for “his rights.”” there 
can be no unity. 

Christ the Lord had rights also, but 
He submerged these to the will of the 
Father. The apostle Paul had rights, but 
he could not minister to them. Instead 
he put them aside and became all things 
to all men that he might win some. The 
man who will not cease to talk about his 
rights does not comprehend the first 
principles of our Lord’s great sermon, 
with its adminition to turn the other 
cheek and go the second mile and give 
the cloak as well as the coat. 

The next admonition is that we should 
manifest “meekness.” Meekness is a rare 
quality and one which is held at a high 
premium in the eyes of God. Orthodoxy 
is a splendid quality, but it does not al- 
ways make a Christian meek. In fact, it 
often makes him hard to live with, for 
he becomes heady and cantankerous. 
The church is often spoken of as the 
most ungracious group of people in the 
world, and to behold our lack of meek- 
ness is to agree with this statement, at 
least in some measure. 

God wants the world to see this least 
imitated of all the virtues in His chil- 
dren. How could they better please Him 
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than to be like Christ who was meek and 
lowly? The lack of this in the Christian’s 
life is one of the reasons underlying the 
presence of a multitude of sects and de- 
nominations. 

Then there is “longsuffering.” With 
the former virtue, this also is a divine 
characteristic. It becomes Christians, for 
they are called to show forth the virtues 
of Him who has called them out of dark- 
ness into His marvelous light. The word 
means “slow to avenge.” It involves a 
readiness to take all the abuse that is 
heaped upon us and not fight back. 

If such a virtue were true between 
Christian and Christian in the local 
church, there would never be a “church 
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row,” and there would be no touchiness. 
If no one were disposed to fight back, 
every malicious slander would die at 
birth and the peace of God’s house would 
be kept. 

But there is yet another secret of 
unity: “forbearing one another in love.” 
The Greek word means to “hold up, to 
bear up, to protect, to defend, to out- 
roof.” It is the figure of a Christian 
building a roof over his fellow Christian 
to protect him from the storm. 

In actual life, men are adept at tear- 
ing one another down. By gossip about 
our fellow Christians, we show our jeal- 
ousy of one another. It is not without 
reason or warrant that Paul used very 
strong language when He said, “Ye bite 
and devour one another” (Gal. 5:15). 
But 


If you see a tall fellow ahead of a 
crowd, 

A leader of men, marching fearless 
and proud, 

And you know of a tale whose mere 
telling aloud 

Would cause that proud head to in 
anguish be bowed, 

It’s a pretty good thing to forget it. 


It is man’s unwillingness to “forget 
it” that ofttimes ruins that character 
that God would have the world see in 
His church. 


+ This is the picture. When the church 
patterns herself after it she will have 
unity. When the church has all of that 
there will be a united church and not 
until then. 

It must be noticed that there is a vast 
difference between unity and uniformity. 
There is much talk about church union 
in our day. What is really meant is 
church uniformity. Uniformity may have 
its merits, provided there is no compro- 
mise in doctrine, but the idea of unity 
goes deeper than the lowering of de- 
nominational walls. 

The church sings lustily: “We are not 
divided, all one body we!” And yet she 
marches in different uniforms, and stays 
on different sides of fences that are so 
high that she cannot shake hands over 
the top. This is a disgraceful spectacle 
and without excuse. 

But there is a more disreputable spec- 
tacle stili in the divided spirit which 
ruins the peace and harmony of a local 
assembly. Few and far between are the 
church choirs where all is in peace, and 
a rare sight indeed is a Ladies’ Aid So- 
ciety where harmony rules. There are 
church bosses and privileged families 
that have troubled us from the time the 
church began. Too often these are the 
only pictures of the church that our un- 
believing world is willing to see. 

Here, then, is a chapter intensely prac- 
tical, which clearly tells what God wants 
the world to see in His church. The 
character of His temple is in its unity. 
Moreover, there is only one path that 
leads to it, and that is not by way of pro- 
tecting our own “rights,” or fighting at 
the drop of the hat, or “biting” or de- 
vouring one another,” as sometimes 
church members are wont to do, but by 
lowliness, meekness, longsuffering, shield- 
ing and protecting our brethren, and 
speaking the truth in love. 

In that way, and in that way only, can 
we articulate and cooperate like the 
parts of a body of whom Christ is the 
Head. END

If God is a reality, and the soul a 
reality, and you are an immortal being, 
what are you doing with your Bible 
shut?—Herrick Johnson 
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whose efforts more legislation was finally enacted in the 

British Parliament for the relief of injustices toward the 
insane and of cruel practices in industry toward children and 
the poor was Anthony Ashley Cooper, the seventh Earl] of 
Shaftesbury (1801-1885). He entered Parliament as Lord 
Ashley in 1826. Soon after, he was aroused by the terrible 
treatment meted out to the insane at this time. He visited 
the asylums, brought in a bill to amend the laws controlling 
their care, and “effected an untold improvement in the con- 
dition of this unfortunate class.” 

Following this he gave his attention to reforming laws 
relating to the employment of workers in mills and factories, 
where many were laboring, almost as slaves, fifteen hours 
a day. His bill that the period of labor should be reduced 
to ten hours a day at first met with the fiercest opposition, 
but he kept at it, in spite of defeat after defeat, until after 
fourteen years of debate the bill was finally carried. 

During this struggle his attention was drawn especially to 
the condition of women and children working in the British 
mines. “Children sometimes not over four or five years. of age 
were found toiling in the dark; in some cases so long as eight- 
teen hours a day. Dragged from bed at four in the morning 
and often hitched by chain and girdle to trucks which they 
had to drag on all fours through the workings to the shaft.” 

The act abolishing the system of apprenticeship and exclud- 


Dy ricce the nineteenth century, unquestionably the one by 
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ing women and boys under thirteen from employment under 
ground, was passed in 1842. 

Ashley became deeply interested in what were called the 
“Ragged Schools”—that is, schools for feeding children in 
industrial areas—and for thirty-nine years he held the office 
of chairman of the Ragged School Union, during which time 
over 300,000 children were brought under its beneficent 
influence. 

More than this, the Earl of Shaftesbury took a constant 
interest in the principal Bible and religious societies of Great 
Britain. For many years he served as president of the great 
British Foreign and Bible Society. 

Professor W. R. Blaikie, in his sketch of Lord Shaftesbury 
in the Dictionary of National Biography, reminds us that 
while this devoted servant of Christ was “attached to the 
Church of England, his sympathies were with evangelicalism 
wherever he found it. All movements in Parliament and 
elsewhere in harmony with evangelical views, as for the pro- 
tection of the Lord’s Day, the union of religion and education, 
opposition to the Church of Rome, found in him a cordial 
advocate. But his heart was especially moved by whatever 
concerned the true welfare of the people.” 

Blaikie, in calling attention to the Earl’s interest in the 
City Mission of London, says: “On one occasion he received 
a memorial from forty notorious London thieves asking him 
to meet with them. He complied with the request and 
addressed a meeting of 450 whom he besought to abandon 
their evil ways, and with such success that the greater part 
availed themselves of an emigration scheme and were rescued 
from a life of crime.” 

The definitive life of the Earl of Shaftesbury is the three- 
volume work of Edwin Hodder, The Life and Work of the 
Seventh Earl of Shaftesbury (published in 1886). It is only 
during the last month that I have had the opportunity, or 
at least have taken the opportunity, of reading this moving 
biography. In doing so I came upon an account of the Earl’s 
profound interest in the broken lives of those living in Lon- 
don’s worst slums, an account that I hope will be appreciated 
by all the readers of these Cdlumns. 


+ DIFFERENT from any other biography that I have ever read, 
these paragraphs are placed at the very beginning of this 
exhaustive work, without any preface, or even any initial hint 
as to whom they refer. 

“In one of the most depraved quarters of London, not far 
northward frem the foot of Holborn Hill, in a neighborhood 
with a network of disreputable courts and alleys, the resort 
of notorious ill-doers, the dread of timid wayfarers, and the 
despair of the police, there sit, in an ill-furnished room, two 
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| or three men waiting anxiously. 
| “They are men belonging to humble 
| but respectable walks of life, and have, 
it would seem, nothing in common with 
| the people who pass along the uneven 
pavement of what is called by courtesy 
the “street”—the crop-headed jail-birds, 
the cunning-faced cadgers, the sickly, 
ill-clad women, hurrying away to creep 
into holes and corners for the night. The 
| wind is in the east, and, although the 
| spring of the year is approaching, it is 
| as cold as in the depth of winter. 
“The street grows quieter; St. Paul's 
| has some time since boomed out the hour 
| of midnight, and there is silence, broken 
| only by snatches of tipsy song from 
| some straggling reveller. Presently there 
is heard the firm steady tread of one who 
walks as with a purpose. 

“The step is recognized; the door is 
thrown open, and the watchers stretch 
out their hands to grasp that of the 
stranger—a tall, thin, pale-faced man, 
with a sad and careworn expression of 
| countenance. He returns the salutation 
| cordially—although it is obvious that he 

belongs to a different rank from those 
with whom he is associated—and with- 
out delay proceeds to the business that 
has brought him to this strange place 
at this strange hour. 

“A hurried conference is held, cer- 
tain plans are discussed, there is a still 
and solemn silence for a few minutes, 
and then all the party rise, button up 
their stout overcoats, and sally forth, one 
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| small parcel of candles! They walk in 
silence until they reach their destination 
—the Victoria Arches under Holborn 
Hill, known as the Vagrants’ Hiding 
| Place, when they light their candles and 
enter the dark, dismal vaults. 

“As they enter, a few poor, miserable, 
hunted wretches brush hastily past and 
make their escape into the street or 
plunge into the recesses of the Hiding- 
Place, conscience making cowards of 
them all. It is some time before the 
visitors can distinguish objects distinctly 
—the darkness is intense, and some of 
the arches are vast. As their eyes become 
more accustomed to the gloom they see 
sights which cannot now, thank God, be 
seen, and will never more be seen in the 
great city where vice and misery are 
rampant still in the midst of luxury and 
high civilization. 

“There, spread on the dank floor, on 
layers of rotten straw filled with vermin 
of all kinds, lie wretched human beings, 
whose poverty, occasioned by the wrong- 
doing or misfortune of themselves or 
others, has deprived them of every other 
resting-place. As the light falls upon 
their faces some of them start up with 
the keen, cunning look of those who 
know that they have broken the laws 
and must depend upon their wits to 
| escape the penalty; others turn over 
— a sigh of weariness, and draw 

around them the scanty garments that 








scarcely cover them; while others break 
out into foul imprecations upon the in- 
truders. 

“Everywhere, in holes and corners, 
some almost burrowing into the soil, 
others lying closely side by side for the 
sake of warmth, are to be seen these 
poor outcasts, sheltering in the only 
place on earth where they can rest— 
this hiding-place of sin and misery, of 
filth and rags. 

“Terrible are the faces that meet the 
gaze of the visitors—faces that bear in- 
delible marks made by vice, disease, or 
sorrow-—that haunt the imagination long 
afterwards, and re-appear as spectres in 
the visions of the night. 

“Not to gaze and moralize, but to 
work, is the object of the visitors; not 
to pity only, but to help; and by two 
o’clock in the morning they have taken 
thirty of these wretched outcasts, and 
have brought them from the cold and 
darkness of the arches into the light and 
warmth of a comparatively cheerful 
room used as a Ragged School. 

“Among the rescued are two boys— 
mere skin and bone in bundles of rags— 
whose sunken jaws and sparkling eyes 
tell the story of their sickness and want 
and premature decay. They are seated 
on either side of the tall, slight man, 
whose sorrowful eyes have grown more 
sorrowful as he looks upon them through 
the mist of his tears. His heart has been 
torn by the revelation those boys have 
made to him of their hapless lot. 

“They are brothers in affliction, who 
have been drawn together by mutual 
need, for both are orphans. One of them 
has seen better days, and can remember 
a bright and cheerful home; but “when 
father died” and the home was broken 
up, he was left friendless and destitute, 
and in his misery found a shelter in the 
dark arches, where his companion had 
slept alone every night for a whole year, 
until this comrade in misfortune came 
to share the straw and the rags that 
made his bed. ; 

“But the dawning of the day has 
brought with it the dawning of hope; 
the ‘kind gentleman’ beside whom they 
sit, has spoken to them words of tender- 
ness and pity which seem like the echoes 
of words spoken in childhood, when 
happiness had a meaning; and when 
they learn from him that they need no 
more go back to the arches, but may find 
comfort, and help, and home in a Refuge 
for the Homeless, the floodgates of their 
tears, closed since their young hearts 
had grown hard and cold with the 
world’s neglect, are opened, and they 
weep for very joy. 

“As their rescuer returned towards his 
home that morning, his head was bowed, 
and his heart was heavy. He knew that 
there were hundreds, and it might be 
thousands, of boys in the great city in 
as hopeless a case, who were drifting 
from bad to worse until they should be 
past hope—sunk into irremediable de- 
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pravity; and he knew not how they were 
to be reached. 

“By day and night the wailing of the 
world’s sorrow haunted him; the cry of 
the children rang ceaselessly in his ears; 
and it was no figure of speech he used 
when those who saw his cheeks grow 
paler, and his face more sad, asked him 
of the cause, and he answered with 
choking voice: “I have been in perfect 
agony of mind about my poor boys!” 


+ THERE are many passages of Scripture 
which a story like this illustrates, but I 
couldn’t help thinking at once, not so 
much about our seeking out the lost, 
which is what these pages first point to, 
but about our Lord’s seeking out all of 
us in our sins, for it was “while we were 
yet sinners, that Christ died for us” 
(Rom. 5:8). It was for sinners that 
Christ came into the world (I Tim. 1:15). 
It was for men like this and for you 
and me that Christ came. 

I cannot bring this to a conclusion 
without calling attention to something 
which could be told by no one else writ- 
ing about the Earl of Shaftesbury. It 
happened that when the great surgeon of 
Baltimore, Dr. Howard A. Kelly, was 
breaking up his library, I was privileged 
to purchase from him his set of the 
Dictionary of National Biography. 

It will be recalled by all who knew 
Dr. Kelly that he was one of the out- 
standing medical biographers of this 
country. As would be expected, the ar- 
ticles in this great dictionary on scien- 
tific men show frequent reading and 
underscoring, but so also does this article 
by Blaikie on the Earl of Shaftesbury. 
And my quotation above, beginning, “On 
one occasion he received .. .” Dr. Kelly 
underlined in full with blue pencil. 


Just Something 
to Think About 


nN the Scientific American for June of 
| this year the opening article is on 

“The Antiproton,” written by Emilio 
Segre and Clyde E. Wiegand, both nu- 
clear physicists at the University of 
California. The former worked with 
Fermi on the radio activity of neutrons 
for three years, then later, at Palermo, 
he discovered Technetium, the first 
artificially made element. 

Now, an antiproton, the existence of 
which was discovered within the past 
year, is a fundamental particle of mat- 
ter with the mass of a proton, but with 
an opposite charge. Although I have had 
some training in physics (years ago), 
much of this article is beyond me, but 
the last two paragraphs brought me up 
with a start. I would like to quote them 
and make no comment on them at all 
except to simply ask a question. May not 
what these physicists are here referring 
to have some bearing upon the ultimate 
dissolution of the elements as described 
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in Peter’s second letter (3:10-12) ? 


An interesting subject for contem- 
plation is the possible existence of 
an “antiworld.” This would be a 
world in which all particles are op- 
posite in charge to our own: the 


have an antiproton as its nucleus 
and a positron in place of the elec- 
tron. We know of no method by 
which we could recognize the exist- 
ence of such a universe by astro- 
nomical observation. But if anti- 
matter exists and it should come into 
contact somewhere with ordinary 
matter as we know it, the two forms 
of matter would annihilate each 
other with a huge release of energy, 
mostly as mesons. 

Whether we would see this event 
would depend on the density of the 
matter colliding. If it were spread 
out as thinly as the average density 
of matter in the galaxies, the effect 
might not be very conspicuous. It is 
also possible that a collision even be- 
tween concentrated masses of mat- 
ter and antimatter would not be 
very spectacular astronomically, for 
they probably would repel each 
other, by radiation pressure, as soon 
as they came into contact. 

If the universe originated from the 
transformation of pure energy into 
nucleons and electrons, we must sup- 
pose, in order to preserve the prin- 
ciple of the constancy of the number 
of these particles, that somewhere 
there are antinucleons and antielec- 
trons equal in number to those of 
our world. It is a speculation which 
gives a highly satisfying symetry to 
creation.

The Last Discourses | 
of Our Lord 


Nn the synoptic Gospels the great dis- 
| courses which are recorded as uttered 
by our Lord during Holy Week are 
those that were spoken on Tuesday, prin- 
cipally the great prophetic Olivet dis- 
course. But in John’s Gospel we have 
none of these Tuesday messages, but in- 
stead a long detailed record of the words 
Christ uttered to his own disciples on 
Thursday evening between the institu- 


tion of the Lord’s Supper and the arrival | 


in the Garden of Gethsemane. 

In fact, John devotes five entire chap- 
ters, about one-fourth of his gospel, to 
recording what happened as our Lord 
instituted the Last Supper, and bade 
farewell to his disciples (Chapters 13-17). 
Actually in John’s Gospel the events oc- 
curring within less than twenty-four 
hours from Thursday evening until Fri- 
day afternoon are assigned eight chap- 
ters, more than one-third of the entire 
book! 

Recently I have been led to prepare a 
new series of messages on this last dis- 
course, and instead of developing the 
subject according to the sequence of the 
text, I chose rather to attempt to dis- 
cover what our Lord said about various 
great themes in this final discourse, as, 
for example, the world, the Holy Spirit, 
the life to come. God the Father, the | 
life of the believer, etc. | 
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I was amazed to find the passage ex- | 


ceedingly rich in what our Lord said 
about Himself, and not having seen this 
theme developed in any volume, I 
thought perhaps my readers might like 
to have an outline of this one theme (see 
below) as it is unfolded in John 13-17. 
In addition, for those who may be in- 
terested in a detailed study of this inex- 
haustible passage, may I suggest the fol- 
lowing three books: T. D. Bernard, The 
Central Teaching of Jesus (1892), H. B. 
Swete, The Last Discourse and Prayer of 
our Lord (London, 1920), and, a more 
recent volume, by H. Leonard Pass, The 
Glory of the Father (London, 1935). 
On the seventeenth chapter of John 
alone there is, of course, a vast amount 
of material. In 1656 Anthony Burgess 
published a volume, Expository Sermons, 
containing 145 discourses on this one 
chapter. In 1660 the famous Puritan 
divine, George Newton, published his 
notable work, An Exposition with Notes 
on John 17th Delivered in Sermons. In 
more recent times we have H. C. G. 
Moule’s The High Priestly Prayer, and, 
above all, one of the greatest pieces of 
exposition. The Lord's Prayer for Be- 
lievers, by Marcus Rainsford, which has 
appeared in many editions, one of the 
best being the one which is found in the 
Wycliffe series of Christian Classics 


under the title. Our Lord Prays for His |

» “Praise ye the 
Lord!” What more 
perfect instrument 
could there be to 
lift up the song 
than the human 
voice? To show 
what I mean, take 
a brief glance at 
this mauve-colored 
L-P album with its 
rather impressive inside perspective of 
a great Gothic cathedral. Hear, for ex- 
ample, the unique interpretation of On- 
ward Christian Soldiers, an experience in 
imaginative sound, which retains the se- 
lection’s stately militant feeling from 
start to finish and ends with a majestic 
flourish. I’m certain, too, you'll enjoy 
the stirring Alleluja by Mozart. This one 
has instrumental accompaniment. Orig- 
inally penned as a coloratura soprano 
show-piece, the number makes a de- 
manding assignment on the _ chorus 
which comes back with a remarkable 
performance. 

Then turn to a modern but trium- 
phant anthem, The Apostles’ Creed, fea- 
turing unusual 5/4 time—with full cho- 
rus ending in a joyful paean of praise— 
a truly striking musical setting for this 
ancient public testimony of Christen- 
dom. Other standard works herein such 
as The Palms, Christ the Lord Is Risen 
Today, Malotte’s The Lord’s Prayer and 
Ave Maria, are all exceptionally well per- 
formed, and the up-tempo ones are al- 
most electric in their interpretations. 
These are the VOICES OF WALTER 
SHUMAN (LP 382), a hi-fi feature on 
the Capitol Records label, and massed 
vocal sounds at their best! 





» Now our automatic record changer 
whisks us into another musical world 
altogether. We hear some very smoothly 
handled Hammond organ and a celeste 
—which I recognize as that of Les Bar- 
nett. Now comes the crystal-clear so- 
prano voice of Shirley Curtis Hawkins of 
Spokane, Wash. It’s fitting that Les 
should complement these songs, for he 
led this young singer to the Lord back 


| in November, 1949. 


I like some of the songs better than 
others here. For instance, No One Ever 
Cared for Me Like Jesus, and Heart to 
Heart are very listenable. A sweet voice, 
yet I don” particularly care for the way 
Mrs. Hawkins slides into certain notes. 
But this is part of an individual style 
which over all provides very effortless 
listening. That’s Ralph Carmichael with 
the strings on some of the backgrounds. 
This is on a Singtime (now Miracle) rec- 
ord label (LPS-600). There is a consid- 
erable amount of echo on the songs 
which I rather like. Other numbers in- 
clude Come Unto Me, I Fell In Love 


with Jesus, On a Rugged Hill, When I’m 
With Him, and Submission. When I 
listen to a group of recordings like this, 
it’s easy to get all wrapped up in the 
smoothness and rhythms of the whole 
sound to the point where the musical 
quality supersedes the weight and eter- 
nal value of the words. I like the album, 
though. See what you think. 


»“Ooohhh, isn’t that pretty?” or, 
“Sharp, huh?” were among the initial 
exclamations from some of our radio 
personnel upon first glimpse of the beau- 
tiful church steeple picture on this 
album cover. A sky scene is always at- 
tractive, but I might say this album is 
even better inside! Here on RCA LPM 
1187, is one of my favorite gospel singers, 
Bev Shea. I’ve followed Mr. Shea’s work 
almost since he started singing and 
making records years ago, and have al- 
ways been thrilled by his warm, Spirit- 
filled ministry. 

The caption on this 12-inch LP is IN- 
SPIRATIONAL SONGS by GEORGE 
BEVERLY SHEA. This collection is a 
compilation of some of his older recorded 
standards such as It Is No Secret, Sweet 
Little Jesus Boy, and It Took a Miracle, 
along with some of the more recent 
with chorus and orchestra. 


ones, all 
In He’s Got the Whole World in His 
Hands, Bev, in certain places, leaves 


the melody and does a bit of talking 
which makes it different. The chorus 
background in some of the numbers 
sounds a bit mechanical and detached, 
however. My preference among them: 
Sweet Little Jesus Boy, and Ivory Pal- 
aces. I was rather disappointed to find 
the selection entitled He included in the 
album. That song is popular with the 
world, but it’s vague lyric-wise and, in 
my opinion, weakens the effect of the 
album spiritually. 

If you know Bev’s singing very well, 
you may detect a shade of fatigue in 
some of the numbers in this album. But 
most listeners, if they notice at all, will 
feel that Bev Shea slightly tired is better 
than lesser soloists at their very best. 
The album as a whole is good, and I 
would add that the voice of Beverly 
Shea is a must for your sacred library, 
whether you choose this album or some 
of his many others. 

Well, I see the bottom of the page 
coming up to meet me here, so suppose 
we leave discs and data till next month.

THE PASTOR 
— in his second letter, gives us the 
* acid test as to a religious leader’s or- 
thodoxy. He is writing to a prominent 
woman in the early church who had been 
unwittingly offering hospitality to false 
teachers, and since the local churches 





were housed in homes of the saints it | 


appears most probable that her home 
was the meeting place of the local as- 
sembly. 

He speaks of many deceivers who have 
established themselves in the visible 
church organization “who confess not 
that Jesus Christ is come in the flesh” 
(II John 7). 

The word “confess” is édyuodoyéw (omo- 
logeo), made up of homos, “the same,” 
and lego, “to speak.” The word means 
“to speak the same” thing as another; 
thus to agree with him. These deceivers 


are in doctrinal disagreement with the | 


statement that “Jesus Christ is come in 
the flesh.” 

“Jesus” is the English spelling of 
and is the transliteration of a 
Hebrew word meaning, “whose help is 
Jehovah.” The angel said to Mary, “Thou 
shalt ... call his name Jesus. He shall 
be great, and shall be called the Son of 
the Highest” (Luke 1:31, 32). The name 
“Jesus,” therefore, includes within it the 
idea of deity. “Christ” is the translitera- 
tion of ypiords (Christos), “the anointed 
One.” ; 

Thus, this false teacher is in disagree- 
ment with the teaching that the Jehovah 
of the Old Testament, the God of Israel, 
that person of the Godhead called the 
anointed One, “is come in the flesh.” 
The words “is come” are the translation 
of the present participle Of égpyoua (er- 
chomai). The translation should read, 
“who confess not that Jesus Christ comes 
in flesh.” 

This is a denial that He has come in 
incarnation, and that He will come in 
that manner to earth. The denial! is that 
of incarnation itself. The very idea that 
such an infinite being as deity should 
unite with humanity through a human 
body and human limitations is irrational 
and repugnant to his false teacher. 

The “if” of verse 10 is a fulfilled condi- 
tion. This Christian woman had unwit- 
tingly harbored such false teachers, both 
as guests and as teachers in the local 
assembly. John says, “If, as is the case, 
there comes anyone to you and this 
teaching is not bearing, stop admitting 
him into (your) house.” 

The word “admit,” \auBavw (lambano), 
indicates that these false teachers were 
forcing their presence upon her. 
word “house,” here feminine, 
the structure itself, the masculine form 
referring to the house with its inmates. 
Here is set forth the duty of every pastor 
with regard to admitting Unitarians into 
his pulpit and entertaining them in his 
home.

Hmbezzler

WAS an embezzler. I’ve never served 
any time for it. But eternity holds my 
guilty record. This is what happened. 
From earliest childhood I admired and 
wanted nice things—at first pretty toys 
and games, later nice clothes and an 
automobile, and then the latest and best 
of household furnishings and gadgets. To 
| get what I wanted was always a central 
issue in life. I didn’t plan to steal, didn’t 
| even realize I was stealing most of the 
time. In fact, I thought I was all right. 
Hadn’t I always given 10 per cent of 
everything I acquired to God? 

Then it happened. I had been reading 
the Bible conscientiously for many years. 
But somehow the words just seemed to 
pass before my eyes like so many beads 
on a string. Then one day the light began 
to dawn and—fundamental Christian 
worker that I was—I discovered that my 
life was grotesquely out of line with the 
pattern the Living God had outlined for 
me in His Book. 

One of the first things I discovered 
was that I had been stealing money hand 
over fist, not from some fellow mortal, 
but—infinitely worse—from the King of 
kings. I had always supposed that 90 
per cent of my income was mine and 
that 10 per cent was His, and I had 
operated on that basis. But to my amaze- 
ment I discovered that I was not an 


| Owner at all, I was merely a manager. 
| I owned nothing—not even 10 per cent, 


to say nothing of 90 per cent. 

The old-English word “stewardship” 
had mixed me up a bit. I didn’t know 
that a steward was, in modern English, 
simply a manager. As my eyes were

opened I discovered that the New Testa- 
ment pattern was for me to manage a 
certain portion of God’s possessions, in- 
vesting them in His program of world 
evangelization under the direction of the 
Holy Spirit. As a pilgrim passing through 
this foreign realm, I was permitted to 
withdraw living expenses. But the rest 
I was to invest for Him. And anything 
else I spent on myself was drawn against 
“company” funds. I stood condemned as 
a gross embezzler. 

My budget had revolved around the 
purchase and use of things—good things, 
nice things, profitable things, but things 
nonetheless. I would work longer hours 
to make this added comfort. I would cut 
corners on food expense, clothing ex- 
pense, if need be, for that particular 
gadget. On occasion I would sell some 
item of less importance to make possible 
the purchase of that all-important next 
thing, the need for which proficient 
super-salesmen had drilled into my very 
soul through eye and ear. 

I had become the typical American 
Christian, totally addicted to the heady 
wine of materialism, enmeshed in the net 
of insatiable desire to possess just one 
thing more. All the while the world was 
going to hell, the cause of Christ seemed 
almost poverty stricken, my brethren in 
Christ around the world lacked food and 
clothing—and I rested in the lap of 
American lower-middle-class comfort, 
satisfied to plan my budget around my- 
self. But God keeps the records, and I 
was the loser. 
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Things are different now. And I’m not 
sorry. God’s plan in this, as in all things, 
is for my good. God’s manager not only 
proves the financial backbone of God’s 
work, he not only banks at unbelievable 
rates of interest for the life to come; 
he is supremely happy right now. When 
light began to dawn, I hesitated to fol- 
low the light because it looked pretty 
certain that I would get hurt in one way 
or another. 

But what a thrill it was to make the 
amazing discovery that one is far hap- 
pier when he gives than when he gets! 
“The liberal soul shall be made fat”... 
“there is that scattereth, and increaseth 
yet more” ... “there is that maketh 
himself poor, yet hath great wealth.’’* I 
found it true that he that spendeth his 
life lavishly shall find it. 

There is still the planning, the bud- 
geting, and even the cutting of corners. 
But the purpose is different. It all centers 
in Jesus, now, not in me. I am no longer 


an embezzler. And life is supremely 
happy. END

under Baptist Mid-Missions. The sym- | 


pathy letter writing endeavor and the 
follow-up calling was done in addition 
to their busy schedule while on furlough 
this past year. You remember the boy 
who aspired to be a “missionary home on 
furlough”? Evidently he had in mind a 
life of ease and fried chicken. But he 
wasn’t thinking of people like the Mc- 
Lains. They consider soul-winning their 
full-time job, wherever they are. 

Mrs. McLain got started in this work 
when she heard of a similar “writing to 
strangers” ministry by someone in south- 
ern New York State. At the time her 
husband was traveling in deputation 
work, and she found herself in tem- 
porary quarters with her children with 
no special line of ministry for those 
months. The letter writing idea sounded 
promising. She subscribed to two local 
newspapers for the express purpose of 
her new soul-winning venture, and 
launched into letter writing. 

Among those who first responded was 
a teen-aged girl who said she was a 
Christian, but had not been living close 
to the Lord. Mrs. McLain was able to 
give the girl helpful counsel. 

One letter sent to a man who had been 
in an automobile accident was answered 
by his wife. Since publication of the 
story, the husband had died of his in- 
juries. In response, the wife sent pic- 
tures of her family and home. Later, 
when the McLains called on this widow, 
they found her sweetly trusting in the

In another case, the recipient, one evi- 
dently in need of material things as well 
as spiritual, wrote quite frankly that she 


| did not know the Lord. The McLains 


drove several miles to call, and took the 
family clothing. That day the woman ac- 
cepted Christ as her personal Saviour, 
and then cried out to God for her family 


| as well. Later, when she wrote cards 


thanking all whom the McLains had in- 
terested in sending the family clothing, 
she told them joyfully, “I am saved!” 

Often, the McLains have found, the 
one who has caused injuries to another 


in an accident is the one who suffers | 


the greatest mental anguish. Once Mrs. 
McLain wrote to a colored truck driver 
who, the newspaper story related, had by 
accident struck a child. His was a most 
grateful response. 

“T don’t know who you are,” he wrote, 
“but you must have the love of God in 
your heart to write to me as you did. 
I’m a church member, but haven't been 
working at it very much.” 

If you would share in this soul-satis- 
fying ministry, Mrs. McLain passes on 
the following few tips to help you get 
started. 

In each case, seek God’s guidance and 


| His wisdom before writing. Then, when 


your letter is written and mailed, com- 


mit it to the Lord, believing that because | 
He has led, the letter will meet a par- | 


ticular need. 

Remember that handwritten letters, 
sent by first class mail, convey a more 
personal interest than a typewritten or 


mimeographed letter could possibly do. | 


It is vital to make the recipient feel im- 
portant. Second-class mail smacks too 
much of mass advertising and donation 
circulars. 

Be sure to sign your own name and 
full address. Let your recipient know 
who you are and why you are interested. 
His curiosity will then be satisfied and 
he can give full attention to the message 
of your letter. 

Make your letters as friendly and 
neighborly as possible, and be sure to 
make clear the plan of salvation. 

Whenever possible, if interest is shown, 
continue the correspondence. Remember 
them on special days such as Christmas 


| and Easter; if at all possible, call per- 
sonally. If a personal call is out of the | 


question, perhaps some worker from your 
church or a Bible-believing church in 


their neighborhood could be contacted | 


to make the call. 

The McLains have returned to their 
work in Sao Paulo, Brazil, but their let- | 
ter writing ministry while on furlough | 
continues to bring forth fruit. Recently, 
Mrs. McLain heard of an eight-year-old 
boy who had called his nurse to his bed- 
side to read the letter he received. The 
youngster was thrilled to think that 
someone cared enough to write to him.

KAMM: And I suspect that back of 
that, some adult or some younger person 
who had this faith had shown an interest 
in this youngster and had demonstrated 
real love and concern for her and a 
desire that she come to know this faith 
in Christ. 

HILDEBRANDT: That is true. 

KAMM: I might say, incidentally, that 
to demonstrate that love and concern 
isn’t always the easiest thing to do, be- 
cause when you think of some of these 
adolescent kids with all their awkard- 
ness and impudence (I’m speaking now 
as a parent) and their wildness and 
their cockiness and their inconsistencies 
and their moodiness... all of the things 
that go with growing up... it’s some- 
times hard to really provide them with 
the consistent, understanding, helpful, 
loving leadership that they need. 

JAECK: And yet that’s what we are 
here for. 

HILDEBRANDT: Just how important 
in the life of a young person really is 
this matter of “finding a faith”? 

KAMM: [ think it’s very important. 
I’ve seen sO many cases of where young- 
sters just seemed to be all at sea. Didn’t 
know what they wanted to do. Didn’t 
know what life held for them. But when 
they found the answer to their yearning 
for faith in Jesus Christ—in a personal 


| commitment to Him—all of life changed 
| for them. That to me is a tremendous 


thing in the life of an individual. 
JAECK: Getting back to just where 
and why we begin to lose these young- 
sters, it seems to me there’s a spirit of 
independence peculiarly traditional with 


| Americans that’s reflected right in our 


| own homes. We see our children going 
into adolescence as they begin to feel for | 


the first time their emancipation, and 
along with that comes a strong resistance 
and resentment against authority. 
KAMM: Mr. Hildebrandt, as a parent 
of an adolescent child, may be you, like 
me, have experienced some of that right 
in your own home—the children begin- 
ning to come home and question some of 
the basic tenets we have attempted to lay 
down as a family. And as they feel this 
sense of emancipation, their questioning 
of the authority of the parent and the 
community leaders becomes more in- 
sistent and drastic. Isn’t that right? 
HILDEBRANDT: Yes. And even if 
they don’t wholeheartedly believe in what 
they have been introduced to at school, 
they still have the feeling that they 


should try it out, that it’s part of their 


heritage, and they should rebel against | 


the authority just because they are a 
teen-ager—that is, they are growing up 
and feeling their independence. 

JAECK: They like to see how Pop and 
Mom react, too...

They want 
to see whether you are going to blow 
your top or not. 

KAMM: But there is a more serious 
consideration here, isn’t there? I mean, 
the whole question of freedom and what 
freedom means. As you look back into 
the heritage of America you find not 
only this tradition of resistance to au- 
thority—which may be misplaced or 
misapplied—but you also find a tremend- 
ous emphasis upon the matter of moral 
and spiritual discipline. 

After all, the old Puritans and other 
religious groups who came to this coun- 
try had a very strong sense of moral 
and spiritual discipline. They talked 
about life in terms of a “divine voca- 
tion”; about the future as being in the 
| hand of God. When you have people like 
| that you are in touch with people who 
| 





| have always disciplined themselves, to 
| some extent, and that’s where you have 
| the basis for democratic government. 

| HILDEBRANDT: The difference is in 
the definition of freedom, isn’t it? For 
some people it means “license” and to 
others it means “liberty.” It depends 
upon your outlook. 

KAMM: Well, of course, I think we 
all remember what our Lord said upon 
one occasion: “If the Son therefore shall 
make you free, ye shall be free indeed.” 
Which brings us right back again to the 
point we are talking about. That it is 
faith, Christian faith, which is the an- 
swer to the desire for true freedom, 
and that after all when we are dealing 
with young people and thinking in terms 
of future American society we have to 
keep in mind that they never will catch 
the real meaning of America until they 
catch it in a sense of this faith in Jesus 
Christ. 

HILDEBRANDT: And in this faith 
freedom is included—but it’s the freedom 
to serve and the freedom to submit to 
recognized law and authority. 

KAMM: Yes. I think it was Luther 
who said “the Christian man is freest 
of all, yet servant of all.” : 

JAECK: Now to get back to these boys 
and girls who find themselves in difficulty 
and have so much trouble getting back 
into the community after they have 
either been in court, or been before the 
judge, or been on probation, or been in 
the Institution ...I think that as Chris- 
tians we have a real responsibility to 
these kids and to these young men and 
women. 

KAMM: All right. How can we help 
these young people who feel the sense 
of what we sometimes call “social dis- 
tance” or ostracism from society? How 
can we help them to find themselves 
in society again, and to find this faith 
we have been talking about? 

JAECK: Well, one thing the kids keep 
saying as they come out of institutions 
and out of court can be stated in just 
one word: acceptance. That seems to be 
| the theme of all of their letters. “If 
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people will only accept us,” they say, 
“not for what we have been, but for 
what we are right now.” 

I think of the young man who was 
just coming out of prison who said that 
for all purposes it was just as though 
he were carrying a big neon sign around 
with him all the time, all lit up, which 
said: “I’m an ex-con.” That was the 
attitude which he felt was being imposed 
all the time by society toward him—that 
even though it wasn’t expressed, it was 
something he felt. And I think if we 
could just remember to accept him, it 
would solve a lot of his problems. 

HILDEBRANDT: On that thought let 
me give an example of a young girl, a 
teen-ager I know, who was having diffi- 
culty. She was placed in a foster home 
and was taken by that foster family 
right into their church, where she be- 
came an integral part of the young 
people’s society and their work. 

She said to her foster mother one day: 
“Why, I didn’t know there were kids 
like that!” She said, “I never would have 
gotten into trouble if I had known there 
were young kids who had love and under- 
standing and who had a faith in some- 
thing.” 

Because they showed to this girl their 
love and understanding and they ac- 
cepted her, not for what she had done 
but for her future potentiality, she found 
her faith in Christ—through these young 
people who had a living faith in Him. 

KAMM: A wonderful illustration of 
the point we are trying to make here. 

JAECK: I believe we have to go right 
back to the attitude of Christ Himself 
toward those who had gotten into diffi- 
culty in various ways, who had com- 
mitted sin and whom He loved so very 
much. 

It was a complete acceptance of them 
—an embracing of them, as it were, in 
love and understanding, while He cer- 
tainly didn’t approve of the sin or of 
the act that they had committed—their 


delinquency, if you prefer to call it that. | 
That all-embracing love that He offered | 


to them I think can be the example for 
us in our attitude toward these people. 

KAMM: You are absolutely right. It 
reminds us again of how important the 
Scriptures are to each one of us in every 
aspect of life—even in these problems 
which on the surface would seem to be 
outside. 

JAECK: That’s right. 

KAMM: Actually, the Christian gospel 
has the answer for each individual in 
the person and work of Jesus Christ. We 
—each one of us, whether we be among 
the privileged or underprivileged—must 
discover that it is faith in Him which 
helps us to live the kind of life we ought 
to live. 

HILDEBRANDT: There is an organi- 
zation for young girls which has as its 
motto, “Christ in every phase of a girl’s 
life.” I think that is what we need to 
bring to our youth today .. . that Christ 
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is not only a Person you get to know 
just on Sunday, but One who can live 
in every phase of our lives as we live 
them each day and go on into the future. 
KAMM: Yes. The unique thing, I 
think, which Christianity has to offer 
is that we do have the answer to the 
problem of juvenile delinquency and to 
the problems of each juvenile delinquent, 
no matter who he is or what he has 
done. We can say definitely that we have 
the answer, and the answer is—the Lord 
Jesus. That, to me, is a thrilling thing 
when I think of all the other efforts, so 
many of them unsuccessful, which are 
being made to meet the problems 
JAECK: I believe, too, that as Chris- 
tians we have to make this faith known. 
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I shall never forget an experience I had 
while teaching high school. 

We brought to the assembly that day 
a man who had spent a good many years 
of his life in India as a Christian mis- 
sionary. He told those young people of 
his own experience as a boy growing up 
on a farm, and then of his opportunity 
to go to college and receive training. 
And how while he was at college he got 
this vision of faith for his life in terms 
of service to people abroad, where he 
would carry the Christian faith in what- 
ever medium might be assigned to him. 

I saw youngsters sit there that day 
whom I knew came from homes and 
communities where they had never heard 
that sort of thing, and they were simply 
enthralled, gripped by it. To me it 
demonstrated how important it is that 
we actually proclaim this faith in some 
manner to young people today. 

HILDEBRANDT: Yes, and then when 
we have proclaimed it we have to in- 
culcate it into the lives of our youth. 
We must live before them in such a way 
that they see faith, that they want faith, 
that they want to live by faith, and most 
of all have faith in the Lord Jesus. 

If only we could teach them in their 
childhood dependence upon Him in—oh, 
sO many ways—such things as their 
spelling tests in the elementary grades, 


asking the Lord’s guidance and direction 


in their exams in high school, and in all 
their relationships as they go on further. 
That way, you build faith into their 
lives—faith is not just like the icing on 
the cake. 

KAMM: And having done that, we 
come right back again to the truth of 
Christ’s living in them as they trust in 
Him—getting them to realize the tre- 
mendous potential they have in an in- 
dwelling Christ—One who lives in them, 
who is their Life. Then we can stand 
by our young people in confidence and 
watch the Lord, through the Holy Spirit, 
work out in the lives of these kids the 
things we have proclaimed and incul- 
cated. END

2. CHURCH MANAGEMENT 


Youth Conference, Organization of three- 
day inter-church rally 


ar— 








LL of us have experienced a sickening 
feeling at the pitifully small num- 
ber of teen-agers and young adults who 
attend our church activities. We can’t 
help but ask what we can do to reach 
youth with the truth and meet their 
needs. How can we remind them that 
there are scores of Christian young 
people in the neighboring towns who 
face the same temptations, have the 
same doubts and share the same aspira- 
tions? How can we prove to them that 
they are not alone in this business of 
living a separated life for Christ? How 
can we put spiritual starch into their 
backbones and help them strengthen 
their own faith? 

We attempted to solve these problems 
in Oshkosh, Wis., by having a three-day, 
action-packed youth conference. Seven- 
teen churches in the community co-op- 
erated and we felt the project was so 
successful that we are planning now for 
another next spring. 


+ Our first step was to contact the 
local evangelical pastors to see what 
their response would be to such a joint 
effort. They were enthusiastic. Since this 
was the first conference of its kind in 
our area, it was decided that our church 
should assume the leadership. Each pas- 
tor offered to promote it among his own 
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young people and pray for its success. 
We were given suggestions as to whom 
we might contact for speakers and eight 
months prior to the scheduled date we 
began writing to evangelists across the 
nation. 

The services of a top-notch evangelis- 
tic team were engaged. Again the local 
pastors met and arranged the prospectus 
for the conference. Specific duties were 
assigned to each pastor. For example, 
one was to be in charge of the ushers, 
another of publicity and another was to 
have the responsibility for the program. 
We decided to have the two evening ses- 
sions and the afternoon service open to 
the public. Quite frankly, our motive in 
this was to raise the necessary finances 
by a free-will offering at each of the pub- 
lic services. 

The next step was to compile a list of 
the evangelical churches in our city and 
the surrounding towns regardless of de- 
nomination. The first promotional letter 
was sent out to these churches three 
months prior to the conference. The 
purpose of this letter was to create an 
interest in co-operating with us and in- 
cluded also information about the evan- 
gelistic team. 

One month before the conference we 
sent out a second letter, which included 
a reservation form and an information 
sheet with pertinent data regarding the 
conference. 

Three weeks before the opening of the 
conference, several copies of the printed 
program were sent out to each church on 
our list. For the programs we used a 
good quality of paper, had the printer 
arrange attractive type and used a pic- 


plan for conference with evangelist speaker. 


ture of the evangelistic team on the 
cover. This medium of advertising proved 
to be most fruitful. Several churches 
which had not responded to the letters 
placed reservations immediately. Two 
hundred and ten young people from the 
ages of 13 through 25 registered for the 
weekend. This represented seventeen 
churches and six denominations. 


+ As the time drew nearer, committees 
were set up within our own youth groups. 
We chose housing and decorating com- 
mittees as well as waitresses for the ban- 
quet. The mothers of our young people 
volunteered to cook for the banquet and 
to supply sandwiches, salads, relishes 
and cakes for the luncheon on Satur- 
day. 

Friday evening we launched our con- 
ference at a kick-off banquet using the 
Scripture verse, “Let no man despise thy 
youth,” as our motto. We used a nautical 
theme for the decorations and program. 
Each guest registered in the lobby of the 
church and was given a cardboard life- 
saver with his name and church printed 
on it. A gangplank and a large gyro- 
compass decorated the lobby. The dining 
hall was decorated with naval signal 
flags and posters loaned by the local 
Navy recruiting office and Naval Train- 
ing Center. Scale models of American 
and Japanese ships served as center- 
pieces on the banquet tables. Two Naval 
officers were honored guests and the Sal- 
vation Army band provided dinner 
music. A free will offering was taken to 
cover the cost of the dinner. 


The first conference service was held 
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in the church auditorium following the 
banquet. One of the Naval officers led 
the group in the pledge to the American 
flag, and the host pastor led in the 
pledge to the Christian flag. Co-operat- 
ing pastors took part in each of the 
public services by reading Scripture and 
leading in prayer. 

The housing committee took over at 
the close of the service, introduced the 
young people to their hosts, and kept a 
record of where each person was housed. 


+ Saturpay began with devotions at 8:30 
A.M. under the direction of one of the 
local pastors. This was followed by a 
brief service with the evangelist as 
speaker. 

Recreation time was from 10:00 a.m. to 
12 noon. There was a variety of activities 
to choose from including roller skating, 
ping pong, dart ball or a tour of the city. 
A pastor acted as host for each of the 
events. Most of the young people chose 
roller skating at a rink which had been 
reserved exclusively for our use. Inci- 
dentally, the pastor in charge of this 
phase of the recreation hadn’t skated for 
many years and caused quite an upset 
among the group and, I’m afraid, a 


G | permanent dent in the floor of the rink. 
Z| (We've since discovered that the rink has 


been closed for repairs!) After the rec- 
reation period the group was on its own 
until 1:00 p.m. when the panel discus- 
sion began. 

During the early part of the confer- 
ence several announcements had been 
made regarding the question box at the 


) | rear of the auditorium. Young people 


were urged to put their questions in the 
box with the promise that a panel of 


| “experts” would attempt to answer them. 


The evangelist was the moderator; panel 
members included the evangelist’s wife, 
the director of Christian education of 
the host church and three pastors. Most 
of the questions submitted by the young 
people were of a practical nature: “Is it 
right for a Christian to wear make-up?” 
“Is it right to wear shorts?” “What’s 
wrong with the movies?” “What about 
TV?” Interest ran so high during the 
panel discussion that an extra half hour 
was given to it. The moderator allowed 
participation from the floor. 

After a fifteen-minute recess two films 
on Christian schools were shown. Sev- 
eral young people who either had at- 
tended or were attending Christian in- 
stitutions gave their testimonies. After a 
supper which was donated by the women 
of the church, two more films were 
shown. 

Many of the young people returned to 
their own towns after the Saturday eve- 
ning meeting in order to attend their 
own church services, but came back for 
the next conference meeting Sunday 
afternoon. 

The last service was at 9:15 Sunday 
evening as the young people gathered 
with the evangelist for an “echo serv- 
ice.” Six young people who had made 
decisions during the conference were 
asked to give their testimonies. This was 
a springboard for others to tell what the 
Lord had done for them. There was no 
preaching, simply singing of hymns and 
choruses interspersed with the testi- 
monies. 


+ Dip the conference pay off? 

At the first public service thirty-seven 
young people dedicated their lives to the 
Lord. At another service the entire group 
stood to express a desire to put Christ 
first in their lives. 

Are the results lasting? 

Born out of the conference, a group 
of high schoolers banded together to 
spend their lunch hour in fellowship, 
Bible study and prayer. 

Street meetings have been started in 
our city because our young people are 
eager to witness for their Saviour. 

Sixteen young people in one church 
have dedicated their lives for service on 
the mission field partly as a result of 
the conference. 


+ AFTER analyzing carefully last year’s 
conference we have made a list of im- 
provements for future conferences. Next 
year we are planning a three-day gath- 
ering during the time the public school 
teachers meet for their state convention. 
In this way we will be able to have reg- 
istration Thursday afternoon followed 
by a kick-off banquet, workshops all day 
Friday with a public service that eve- 
ning, recreation Saturday morning and 
the closing service that afternoon. There 
would then be no conflict with the regu- 
lar Sunday services of the co-operating 
churches. 
q Next year we intend to use more of the 
young people for special music. We 
will encourage them to bring musical 
instruments. In an effort to plan in ad- 
vance, a letter will be sent to each pas- 
tor asking for the names and addresses 
of talented young people who will then 
be contacted personally by the program 
committee. 
q Since the panel discussion was the 
highlight of the sessions this year, we 
plan to expand it and have workshops 
dealing with specific problems. For ex- 
ample, there will be a workshop on 
“Love, Courtship and Marriage,” on 
“Choosing a Vocation” and on “How to 
Have a Good Youth Organization.” 

We are planning a display of books 

specifically for young people. Recrea- 
tion will be part of the program again, as 
well as films of Christian schools. 
qi we can do so without too heavy a 

financial burden, we hope to make 
available packets with tracts and book- 
lets such as Does It Pay? Mixed Mar- 
riage Mix-Up and Minced Oaths. 
q We hope to expand our scope and in- 

vite more churches to co-operate with 
us and perhaps present a trophy to the 
largest delegation from the most distant 
point. 
q The newspapers were very interested 

in our conference and gave us good 
publicity. Next year we want to advertise 
widely in the newspapers in our area 
and also run stories in papers in more 
distant places where churches will be 
co-operating in this endeavor. 

We praise the Lord for what He has 
done for our young people through the 
youth conference. Perhaps you will find, 
as we did, that young people welcome 
guidance in solving their problems. The 
right kind of guidance binds them to 
Christ and brings them into the church.

Visual aids for this program are made from three large cardboard cartons cov- 
ered on all visible sides with colored paper to represent three large Christmas gifts. 
Throughout the program the three gifts are prominently displayed at the center 
back of the platform. 

At indicated times cover sheets are removed from certain sides, to reveal the 
message lettered underneath, and the box lids are opened. Cover sheets are made of 
plain paper the color of the box, and tacked or taped over the lettered sides. The 
lower left box (A in Figure 1) is purple with gold letters; the lower right (B), green 
with red letters, and the top bor (C), blue with silver letters. The shades of the 
colors should harmonize. Sides and lids are lettered as illustrated in Figure 1. The 
star, cross and heart are white. 

At the beginning of the program the three boxes should resemble wrapped gifts. 
Bands of the same color as used for the lettering may be painted on the boxes and 
cover sheets to simulate ribbons, or silk or cellophane ribbons may be pasted on, 
finished with a bow. As each part of the program unfolds, the sides of the boxes are 
uncovered and the boxes opened by two older children, referred to in the program 


instructions as ‘keepers of the gifts.”

STORY: “God’s Gold Star,” by an inter- 
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mediate, older junior or teacher 

I would like to tell you a short story 
entitled, “God’s Gold Star.” One evening 
just at dusk, a busy pastor went to call 
on a middle-aged couple from his con- 
gregation. He took his seven-year-old 
daughter with him for company. As they 
hurried up the walk to the humble cot- 
tage, the child noticed the service flag 
in the window with the gold star on it. 

“What is that little flag for, Daddy?” 
she questioned. 

“That means, dear, that the people 
who live here had a son—his name was 
Fred. Fred grew up to be a fine Christian 
young man. Then one day war came, and 
Fred was called into the army to fight 
for his country. His mother and daddy 
were sorry to see him leave, so they put 
a little flag with a blue star in their 
window to let everyone know that they 
had given their son to protect our coun- 
try from its enemies. Then about two 
weeks ago they received word that Fred 
had been killed while fighting for his 
country.” 

“But daddy,” said the little girl, “that 
star is not blue, it is gold.” 

“Yes, dear, they changed the flag and 
now it has a gold star, which means that 
they not only gave their son to fight, but 
to die for his country.” 

The father and daughter were now at 
the door of the house, and as they en- 
tered the child noticed the sorrow on the 
face of the mother and father.

As 
the pastor and his very thoughtful little 
girl went out into the night, the child, 
looking up, exclaimed:

(While this number is being played, 
place flannelboard in center of platform 
for the following recitation.) 
RECITATION: “The Message of the 
Christmas Star,” by seven juniors 

(Prepare a large star of yellow or gold 
bristol board. Letter it exactly as shown 
in Figure 2 and cover each line of letter- 
ing with an aluminum or gold foil strip 
which is long enough to extend around 
the edge of the star, thus securing it. 
Dotted rectangles show how strip over 
“that whosoever ...” can be fastened by 
folding around back of the point and 
over the front. One piece of foil covers 
the bottom half, folding it over the edges 
on all sides. This piece goes on first, and 
each succeeding strip should overlap 
slightly. This covered star is placed on a 
flannelboard. Before each child recites, 
he removes a strip of foil, revealing the 
line of John 3:16 which he represents. 
After the last child removes his piece, 

only the gold star will remain, displaying 
the full text of John 3:16.)

Hear, O Israel 
Deuteronomy 6:1-9, 20-25 


MEMORY SELECTION: How much bet- 
ter is it to get wisdom than gold! and to 
get understanding rather to be chosen 
than silver!—Proverbs 16:16 


Our God is a God of order. This world 
is a place of disciplined plan, although 
man’s failure and sin has created dis- 
order and distress in spite of God’s good 
and loving purpose. 

Israel received the law from God, and 
they were encouraged by His guidance to 
live according to that law in order that 
they might be blessed and prospered. 
They were given fundamental principles 
which have their application to us as 
well as to Israel. 

Our lesson first stresses the impor- 
tance of the law—the Ten Command- 
ments and also the additional guidance 
and instruction given by God to His peo- 
ple as they were about to enter the 
Promised Land. The word came to them 


| that 


| proper attitude. 


I. These Are the Commandments (vv. 
1-3) 
Note the three words used here as 


given in the Revised Version: “com- 
mandments,” “statutes” and “judg- 
ments.” It has been most helpfully 


pointed out (by D. M. McIntyre) that in 
our modern speech the commandment 
is the constitution of the Jewish state, 
the statutes are the law of the realm, 
and the judgments are the precedents, 
according to which the statute law is 
interpreted. 

Even so, God has laid down for us 
fundamental principles of law which we 
must obey, and these are presented and 
interpreted for us in Scripture. As we 
consider the judgments carried out by 
God in His dealing with His people we 
recognize that it will not do to ignore 
or seek to limit the law of God, but 
rather to obey Him fully and gladly. 

This observance of the law of God is 
to be done in the right way, with the 
So, they were told, 


II. Thou Shalt Love with All Thine 
Heart (vv. 4, 5) 

These two verses are the great 
“Shema” of Israel, repeated constantly 
in their devotions and worship. It has 
bound Israel together through the gen- 
erations, and also bound them to God. 
They are referred to by our Lord as “the 
first and great commandment” (Matt. 
22:37-40), and this word comes to us 
also with power and grace. 

Note that the central moving force in 
the keeping of the law is not a blind 
ritualism or a dead legalism; it is to be 
done in love. It flows out of an all- 
embracing and compelling emotion, as 
the individual is stirred to the depths.

The heart here is the center of life, and 
the soul is the means of the expression 
of self. 

Our love for God, in other words, is 
not to be any surface movement. It is 
to be given with all the powers of the 
personality—with “all thy might” (v. 5), 


with intense personal devotion and 
eagerness. 
It will follow inevitably that this 


blessed and soul-stirring devotion to God 
will cause man to make known the 
greatness and glory of God to others— 
and especially to thase who come after 
us, our boys and girls. The command- 
ment is: 


III. Thou Shalt Teach Them (vv. 6-9) 

When God’s law is honored and obeyed 
in a man’s heart he will “diligently” 
seek to convey its truth to others. That 
means that he will seek every suitable 
means and occasion to present God’s 
Word to the children of his household 
faithfully, kindly, intelligently, and with 
a consistent Christian life witnessing to 
the truth He teaches. Children learn as 
much or more from the way we live as 
they do from what we tell them. Re- 
member, this is what 


IV. The Lord Commanded Us (vv. 20- 
25) 

The fear of God will keep a family 
and a nation moving out in the paths of 
righteousness. There will be an earnest 
remembrance of God’s mercies in the 
past and a determination to “fear God 
for our good always” (v. 24). “That he 
might preserve us always” to do His will. 
This is His command. Let us obey it!

The Shepherd Psalm 
Psalm 23 
MEMORY SELECTION: The Lord is my 
Shepherd; I shall not want.—Psalm 23:1 

“The Lord is my shepherd...” How 
sweetly and with what precious assur- 
ance those words fall upon our hearts! 
Today we consider together one of the 
most familiar and helpful portions of 
God’s Word. We recognize ourselves as 
the sheep, not able to find our own way 
nor to provide for ourselves. Yes, even 
willful, and very prone to wander away 
from God. 

How much we need the Shepherd’s 
care and guidance! And how we delight 
to remember our Lord’s words when He 
said, “I am the good shepherd” (John 
10:11)! It is He who makes provision 
for the maintenance of life, both mate- 
rial and spiritual, and assures us that 
there will be 


I. No Want (vv. 1, 2) 

The green pastures beside the still 
waters are His glorious provision for us. 
Why, then, should we ever wander in 
the desert. wilderness, both hungering 
and thirsting? He is eager to have us 
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receive from His blessed hand all that 
we need in the pleasant and restful 
place of fellowship with Him. Yes, be- 
cause the Lord is my Shepherd, I shall | 
not want. 

Further blessing is assured as we note 
that there is to be 


II. No Weakness (v. 3a) 

“He restoreth my soul.” These words 
have great depth of meaning, and assure 
us aS we realize how prone we are to 
lose out spiritually, to get away from 
God, and fall into that tragic weakness 
of soul which not only destroys our use- 
fulness but actually sickens us. But 
thanks be to God, Who has sent the good 
Shepherd to restore our souls as we come 
to Him in repentance and faith. 

“No want” and “no weakness’”—yes, 
and there need be 


Ill. No Wandering (v. 3b, 4) 

“He leadeth me in the paths of right- 
eousness for his name’s sake.” Remem- 
ber, we are only pilgrims in this world, 
on our way home to the eternal dwelling 
place. We must hold to the right way 
amid the constant temptations to wan- 
der off on the world’s alluring by-paths. 
Our Lord, Who is our Good Shepherd, 
knows the way, and keeps us in it “for | 
his name’s sake.” That reminds us of | 
Ephesians 1:6, doesn’t it, which tells us 
that this is for “the praise of the glory 
of his grace.” 

The way will lead through “the valley 
of the shadow,” but never fear, He is 
there. His rod will protect us and His 
staff support us. Commonly, the “valley 
of the shadow” is thought to refer to 
death (which is quite proper), but it 
also refers to those dark valleys through 
which we pass in times of distress or 
sorrow. Don’t forget, in such a time the 
Good Shepherd is with you! 

That leads quite naturally to the as- 
surance that there need be 


IV. No Worry (vv. 5, 6a) 

“Surely goodness and mercy shall fol- 
low me all the days of my life.” The 
table speaks of the strength which comes 
to us from God to meet the daily needs. 
We are always “in the presence of” our 
enemies—those who would hinder our 
fellowship with the Lord—but in that 
very place He provides sustenance for 
us and the precious anointing which 
fills our souls with gladness. 

No want, no weakness, no wandering, 
no worry—and so we have 


V. A Blessed Assurance (v. 6b) 

“I will dwell in the house of the Lord 
forever.” Mission accomplished and des- | 
tination reached by His grace, we find | 
that not only shall goodness and mercy | 
follow us all the days of our life, but | 
they accompany us into the eternal | 
dwelling places. So life in Christ has 
real meaning for both time and eternity.

| great book—the chapter which is the 





very center of the entire Old Testament. 

We do well to apply the profound 
truth here presented to ourselves as in- 
dividuals rather than to generalize it 
too much. 

It was Alexander Whyte who said: 
“The right way is to read this great 
scripture as if it were written for and 
addressed to, each one of us separately 
and alone, as if there were no other sin- 
ful man for Christ to die for in the whole 
world but ourselves.”’ 

As we read the chapter we are aware 
that the subject it covers actually begins 
at 52:13, so we do well to include verses 
13 to 15 of that chapter, which gives a 
sort of introductory summary of the 
whole matter as it presents the Servant 
of Jehovah in both 


Il. His Exaltation and Humiliation 


| (52:13-15) 








Prophecy concerning Christ presents 
the twofold aspect of Him as the suffer- 
ing One and the victorious One, a double 
reference which has confused unbeliev- 
ing Hebrews who were quite willing to 
accept the exalted and victorius Messiah 
but rejected the suffering Servant. 

As we go into chapter 53 we find just a 
brief presentation of our Lord’s life here 
on earth before His death. Here is pre- 
sented 


Bay ye Life of Compassion and Serv- 
> (53:1-3) 

"it were faced at once with the sad 
fact that when He was here on earth He 
was spurned by the very ones who pro- 
fessed to be waiting for His coming. Out 
of the “dry ground” of the enslaved and 
unbelieving nation of Israel Jesus came 
as a tender plant, and they “despised 
and rejected” Him. 

He was indeed a Man of Sorrows, bear- 
ing the sin and grief of His people; and 
even this did not touch their hearts, for 
they felt that it was the judgment of 


| God upon Him. And so it was—although 





not in the sense that they meant—for 
we see Him next in 


Ill. His Viearious Death (53:4-6) 

God permitted our transgressions, Our 
sins, our sorrows, our chastisement to 
fall upon Him, for it could only be by 
“His stripes” that we could be “healed.”’ 
Keep in mind here that the reference is 
to the sins which you and I have com- 
mitted. While it is true that He died for 
the sin of the whole world, here let us 
make it personal. It is I who have “gone 
astray”; it is my sin that God has laid 
upon Him. It is “every one” of us, it is 
the iniquity of “us all” that was laid 
upon Him at Calvary. He died for me. 
He died for you. Have you accepted His 
redemptive work for yourself?

IV. His Voluntary Suffering (53:7-9) 

Ordinarily no man would stand con- 
demned for the sin of another and not 
even open his mouth to justify himself. 
But our Lord had come into the world to 
die for our sins, and without a murmur 
He went to the cross to bear them there. 
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He bore “the stroke” that was my due. 


He was “cut off out of the land of the 
living” for my transgressions. He gave 
Himself for your sin and mine that we 
might be saved. What a wonderful Sav- 
iour! How right it was, after He had 


“poured out his soul unto death,” to give | 
His human body honorable burial for the | 


few brief days it was to remain in the 
grave.

PRINCIPLES OF MENTAL HEALTH FOR 
CHRISTIAN LIVING, by C. B. Eavey.

The theme of this book is mental health 
in its bearing on Christian living. The con- 
cern of the author is the prevention of 
mental illness rather than its treatment. 
From start to finish the whole subject is 
treated from a thoroughly Christian point 
of view. 

It is doubtful that the careful and con- 
scientious reader can go through this book 
| without discovering areas of failure in his 

interpersonal relationships, perhaps even 
| in his own family relationships. At the 
same time, he will be helped in discovering 
and maintaining a thoroughly Christian 
viewpoint on matters that pertain to men- 
tal health. 

Eavey, a Ph.D. from New York Univer- 
sity, has served as chairman of the depart- 
ment of education and psychology in 
Wheaton College.

THE QUMRAN COMMUNITY: ITS HIS- 
TORY AND SCROLLS, by Charles T. 
Fritsch. The Macmillan Company, New 
York. 147 pages, $3.25. 

No Bible-related subject has captivated 





| the popular imagination like the Dead Sea 


scrolls. Careless scholars of every shade of 
opinion have rushed into print. By some, 
the uniqueness of Christ is challenged. 


Teachers will find much help in the chapter on “Methods of Teaching the Bible,” 
with its presentation of basic principles, its historical survey, and its practical sug- 
gestions. The appendixes also are full of valuable material. 

This is not a book for the very young Christian who has no or little background 
in Bible training. To him it might be discouraging to be faced with so many meth- 
ods of Bible study. It is rather recommended as a textbook in class, or as a guide 


Others feel that historic Christianity is now 
“proved”—at least in its claim to an in- 
spired Bible. 

The scholarly word is just beginning to 
have access to the scrolls for study pur- 
poses. It is safe to say that it will take 
ten years to edit and publish-the fragments 
which have keen discovered to date. 
conservative, cautious approach to the 
study of the scrolls is the only one possible 
in the light of presently available material. 

Dr. Fritsch writes for the general reader. 
From archaeology and ancient history he 
seeks to reconstruct the history of ihe 
Qumran Community, which produced the 
scrolls. The reader who does not have 
access to Philo and Josephus will appre- 
ciate the full quotations from these writers 
concerning the Essenes, whom Dr. Fritscn 
identifies with the Qumran Covenanters. 

Scholars will debate some of the author's 
conclusions. Essene influence on the New 
Testament is highly debatable. Dr. Fritsch 
rightly points out contrasts as well as 
comparisons, but seems to think of John 
the Baptist as Essene in background. This 
is an old idea. but is no more proved since 
the scrolls came to light than it had been 
earlier. The thought that the Qumran 
community moved to Damascus during the 
reign of Herod the Great is an original 
contribution to the study of the scrolls and 
related literature. The suggestion is inter- 
esting, but awaits confirmation. 

Of the books on the scrolls that have 
appeared to date, that by Millar Burrows 
is the most complete. containing helpful 
translations of the scrolls themselves. Of

THE ANGEL SPREADS HER WINGS,

1953 Dale Evans Rogers’ story of her re- 
tarded child, whom she had recently lost, 
was a best seller. In two years time “Angel 
Unaware” sold some 400,000 copies. The 
present volume narrates not only the entire 
story of how Mrs. Rogers came to write 
her book, but also tells the aftermath— 
an increasing interest in and compassion 
for mentally retarded children throughout 
the entire country. The chapter containing 
excerpts from a number of letters received 
by Mrs. Rogers from her readers is 
especially touching. We are glad that there 
seems to be a change in general attitude 
toward these handicapped little ones, whose 
condition has so often in the past been 
brutally dismissed as hopeless.

How About a Motive Tune-Up? 


ES, I mean motive—not motor. But 

since some of you are probably more 

familiar with motors than you are 
with motives, let’s think about motors for 
a few minutes—car motors. 

What is meant by a motor tune-up? 
You fellows know—but the girls may not 
—that occasionally your car doesn’t oper- 
ate smoothly. Maybe one of the cylinders 
isn’t hitting, the carburetor adjustment 
may be off, or a spark plug not firing. 
The result is lack of power—you just 
don’t get the zip out of your car that 
you should, so you get a motor tune-up 
and the car begins to roll again. 

Now let’s switch our thoughts over to 
our spiritual operation. There are many 
reasons for a Christian’s becoming 
spiritually out-of-tune. But one big 
reason which many of us rarely consider 
is our “motive” mechanism. To put it 
simply—“‘why we do what we do.” 

Perhaps you are very active in Christian 
work. You are a leader in young groups: 
you sing, speak, perhaps play an in- 
strument. Why? Is it because you really 
want to serve the Lord, or is there a 
certain pride about being in the public 
eye? 

Or, you are not a leader, but you do 
give testimonies and attend church every 
time the doors are open. What’s your real 
reason? Could it be because you like the 
crowd you see there—you enjoy the fun 
of being together—you get to see “him” 
there . .. or “her”? Of course, there’s 
nothing wrong with liking Christian 
fellowship, but that should not be your 
prime motive! 

How about things like giving, praying, 
reading the Word? Do you do it because 
you love the Lord and want to express it 


or because you want fellowship with 
Him? Or is it because you think it is 
all a part of being a spiritual Christian 
and you sincerely want to be one? 

Be honest with yourself! Those are 
just a very few areas where you could 
have “missing” motives. There are many 
others—so many and so deep that it is 
very difficult to recognize them. But 
there is one way we can ~*constantly 
throw light on our innermost thoughts 
and intents. 

Hebrews 4:12, 13 tells us that “the 
word of God is quick, and powerful, and 
sharper than any two edged sword, 
piercing even to the dividing asunder of 
soul and spirit, and of the joints and 
marrow, and is a discerner of the 
thoughts and intents of the heart. 
Neither is there any creature that is 
not manifest in his sight: but all things 
are naked and opened unto the eyes of 
him with whom we have to do.” 

Phillips translates that last part: 
“  . . to the innermost intimacies of a 
man’s being: it exposes the very thoughts 
and motives of a man’s heart. No 
creature has any cover from the sight 
of God; everything lies naked and ex- 
posed before the eyes of Him with Whom 
we have to do.” 

The first step then is recognizing that 
we are out of tune. A constant, sincere 
study of God’s Word is bound to show 
us if we have that kind of need. 

Then, once we realize our true motives 
and intents—if we really want to be 
spiritual Christians—we will take our 
“missing motives” to God and let Him 
put us back on the road with spiritual 
motives that can’t help but operate with 
power. END

» Red faces are red . .« « « « or, Somebody else has trouble with non- 
cooperative youth! Not much of a title for a book, but it's the truth 
from behind the Iron Curtain where Communist leaders are trying to get 
East German young people to replace their age-old church confirmation 
with "youth dedication" ceremonies. Just how bad things are for the 
German Communists is shown by the comparison in Saxony, where only 
2,000 children participated in the Red rites, while 49,000 took part 
in the church rites. 





» Complete vocational guidance for Christian young people would be 
the 50-cent-word way to say it, but Faith Coxe Bailey calls her new 
book on the subject: "You Have A Talent, Don't Bury It!" (Moody Press, 
Chicago, 125 pages, $.85.) She covers everything a Christian young 
person could possibly do in service to God, church and mankind--every= 
thing from advertising to work as an X-ray technician. 

Basic theme of the well-written volume is: Everybody can do some- 
thing--and her list of more than 80 different vocations proves it. The 
book ought to be of real interest to born-again young people who want 
their lives to count for Christ, but who are positive that God hasn't 
called them into the pastorate or missions, or what is normally 
thought of as "full-time Christian service." 





» Granite across the seas became a unique display of Norwegian- 
American friendship as 50 young people's societies in the Nordfjord 
area of Norway sent a nine-foot, 18,000-pound cross to Luther Theo- 
logical Seminary in St. Paul, Minn. The cross is a replica of what is 
believed to be the oldest cross of its kind in Norway, and is the 
unusual "Celtic cross" design. 

Nordfjord is located on the west coast of Norway, and is noted as 
the spot where early Irish Christians erected the country's original 
cross shortly after their landing from the homeland following bitter 
persecution by pagans. 





» Biggest quiz gets bigger. That's Youth for Christ's program of 
Bible study and memorization which pits teams of high school young 
against one another to see who knows more of God's Word. This year, 
little West Suburban Youth for Christ (they meet in Downers Grove, 
Ill.) again knocked off all the big cities and won, making six years 
in a row that a team has won two times straight. Kansas City and Los 
Angeles had each won twice in a row until West Suburban won last year. 

This year's estimate of the number of high schoolers studying the 
Bible for the YFC quiz program was something over 5,000, including 
teams from coast to coast, and from Florida, Georgia and Louisiana up 
into Canada.

How Do You Rate 
With Your Roommate? 


The answer is found in the 10 questions below 


AN Broapmore (that’s not her real name) seemed to be an 

ideal candidate for the mission field. She felt definitely 

called to the field; she was a serious, hard working stu- 
dent, and above all she had a real devotion to the Lord. Her 
mission board felt more and more as they got to know her 
that she was a worthy candidate for the foreign field. There 
were some slight reservations, but they seemed small. 

Then they made a routine check with her roommate, and 
turned her down. Did they find that Jan had what we could 
call “worldly” habits? No, her standards of conduct were 
above reproach. Did they find that Jan never had devotions 
with her roommate or alone? Quite the opposite. 

Conversation with Jan’s roommate revealed that Jan was 
everything she seemed to be. But there seemed to be some 
hesitancy in her roommate’s voice when pressed as to whether 
there were any things that were undesirable in Jan’s life. 
After much prodding it was brought to light that Jan would 
spend her Saturdays alone with the Lord. What’s wrong with 
that? Nothing—on the surface. The real problem was that Jan 
would have her devotions on Saturday when it was time to 
clean the room. In spite of her apparent love for the Lord, 
the mission board had to turn her down, realizing that Jan 
would never be able to get along with her fellow missionaries 
if she would not take her share of the work load. 

The above story (a true one) illustrates the importance that 
mission boards place upon a student’s relationship to his 
roommate. That relationship shows a great deal about your 





character—or lack of it. Stop and think for a moment. How 
do you stack up with your roommate? Check yourself on the 
ten points listed below and then rate yourself. 


1. Are you an excessive clothes borrower? Many roommates, 
especially girls, find it convenient to exchange clothes with 
one another if the sizes are right. But are you sure that 
roomie really likes to have you wear her clothes? Many a per- 
son has lost a friend by going overboard on this. Even if you 
have an agreement about each other’s clothes, it is far better 
to wear your own clothes most of the time and your room- 
mate’s only when it is really necessary. If there is any doubt 
about her enthusiasm in letting you wear her clothes, the best 
rule is never to borrow. 

2. Are you a radio listener or constant talker? When you 
want to talk or listen to the radio better make sure it is by 
common agreement with your roommate and that it is not 
interrupting her study. 

3. Do you make your room a Grand Central Station for all 
your friends? If so, it is about time to take a check on your- 
self to see if you are causing resentments that will lead to 
disharmony. 

4. Do you keep your own desk, clothes and bed tidy? If your 
roommate is tidy, she will probably boil inside if you do not 
cooperate in keeping your own things in order. Dirty clothes 
lying around, your wardrobe hogging the closet room, unmade

sports? 
Do intercollegiate athletics deserve any place in the 
program of a Christian college? 

Aren’t sports themselves intrinsically evil, particularly foot- 
ball, which often borders on the brutal, and wrestling, which 
can be one of the roughest “contact sports”? 

Can there be any valid reason for spending thousands of 
dollars for what amounts to sports entertainment for Chris- 
tian college young people? Might not that money be better 
used to send these same young people to reach lost mankind 
with the gospel of Christ, or to raise faculty salaries so as to 
give better teaching to the additional hundreds who want 
training? 

If all you want is a warm argument, those questions give 
you plenty of conversational ammunition. 

Let’s start with a number of facts that are obvious from 
the start. It is true that a complete program of sports isn’t 
absolutely essential to the success of a school. Proof of this is 
the fact that a number of outstanding evangelical institutions 
have no program of intercollegiate athletics. 

Take Moody Bible Institute and Bob Jones University, for 
instance. Both schools are famous for turning out brilliant 
preachers, successful missionaries and almost every type of 
gospel worker. Both, of course, do have programs of intra- 
mural sports. 

On the other hand, there are a number of Christian colleges 
that give athletics a high place in their overall programs. 
Take Wheaton College and Taylor University, for example. 

Wheaton has managed to be a conference power in every 
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li some Christian colleges overemphasize intercollegiate

major sport for the past five or six years, and has won titles 
in many of the minor sports. 

Wheaton’s basketball team not only won the league title, 
but was chosen to participate in the NAIA tournament for 
small colleges in Kansas City last spring. The Wheaton five 
finished fourth among the thirty-two tourney teams, which 
represented almost all of the smaller American colleges. 

Dave Burnham, Wheaton football star for three years, and 
a “Little All-American” selection all three seasons, was any- 
thing but the proverbial dumb football player. He was given 
a place on the “Scholastic All-American” team for athletes 
from all colleges and universities, large and small, who did as 
well in scholastic endeavors as on the gridiron. 

The spiritual payoff for Wheaton comes as news stories 
headline the word that a small and decidedly “Christian” 
school comes up with fellows who are quite talented with a 
basketball or football, but who also get a thrill out of testify- 
ing for their Saviour. On mpst sports pages, this is still news. 

Burnham, for example, was the subject of dozens of sports 
page articles telling how and why he turned down forty-five 
offers of “football scholarships” and paid his own way to 
Wheaton so that he could prepare for the ministry. Dave also 
found that he was in demand as a speaker (and he is a good 
one) to assorted youth groups as a high-scoring college back- 
field star. 

Taylor University in Upland, Ind., is a somewhat smaller 
school than Wheaton, but one which has successfully linked 
good athletics and Christian zeal. Don Odle, Taylor’s athletic 
director, was named Indiana’s “Young Man of the Year” by 
the Junior Chamber of Commerce of [Continued on page 87]

OCTOBER MASQUERADE 


HERE’S nothing like the excitement of 

a good masquerade party. So set your 

date and let’s see what we can cook 
up. 

Instead of having people just walk in 
the door let’s make it hard. Set up some 
sort of a labyrinthine entrance with a 
few hidden hazards, always good for 
some squeals and guffaws. 

Why not have a dress-up theme for 
the evening? Like: “Come as your favor- 
ite fiction character” (historical or pro- 
fessional). Pin a number on each guest 
as he arrives to identify him. Then pass 
out ballots with a dual purpose: 1. For 
identifying by number the characters 
represented as “No. 6: Robinson Crusoe,” 
etc. 2. Voting for best. Prizes go to the 
one identifying the most characters and 
to the one receiving the most votes. This 
serves to get things started. So-called 
ice-breakers are indispensable to a good 
party. As guests arrive a few at a time 
they must have something to do. 

If yours is a general masquerade here 
is another way to get things started. Get 
a roll of grocer or butcher paper and put 
up a continuous strip around the room. 
Draw the tips of picket fencing on the 
bottom one third of the paper. As guests 
arrive direct them to a box of assorted 
crayons and instruct each one to create 
a face peeping over the fence. You'll dis- 
cover some cartoonists. 

Have a stunt or two before unmasking. 
Here is a good one: “Parade of the Zom- 
bies.” Get a half dozen discarded nylon 
hose and an equal number of beat-up old 
hats. Let game committee choose six 
guests impossible to identify in costumes 
and masks. Take them out of the room 
and remove masks. Slip one nylon 
over each head and face, pulling and 
twisting it. The grotesque distortion of 
features must be seen to be believed! 
Plunk on the old hats and parade 
these “Zombies” around the room once. 
Chances are their true identity will be a 
mystery. On slips of paper each guest 
does his best; the winner—the one who 
gets them all. 

Now for the unmasking. Have a musi- 
cal follow-the-leader line that twists and 
turns all around the room and up and 
down the hall. At a signal have a loud 
report (shoot a blank or something). 
Lights go out. and the order “Unmask!” 
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is given. Lights on—all sorts of shrieks 
and laughs. This moment is fun, so give 
it a little time. 

Relays are numerous and varied and 
loads of fun. Dividing into teams can be 
done in a number of novel ways from the 
simplest, counting off, to more compli- 
cated ways. 

This one is fun. Decide how many 
teams are needed and choose captains. 
Whisper to each what his teammates 
are: “You are the captain of the Cats” 
etc. Pass folded slips of paper with ani- 
mal name on each, having an equal 
number of each animal. With lights out 
the crowd moves about, each person 
making the noise of the animal on his 
slip. Captains collect their team by ear 
and corral them in a corner. When silence 
descends the lights go on and every one 
is surprised at who is on his team. 

Run off at least four relays, your fa- 
vorites. We suggest: 1. Balancing act 
using anything from a cup and saucer 
on the head (collect some old dishes) to 
a peanut on a knife. 2. Blindfold relay. 
Each teammate in turn is given a potato 
and blindfolded, turned around, then 
aimed in the direction of the finish line 
where he must put potato in circle on 
floor. Team having most potatoes in its 
circle wins. 3. Packing the suitcase. -Each 
teammate dons the contents of a small 
satchel at the start, doffs and repacks at 
the finish, rushes satchel to next team- 
mate. 4. Game director has a list of odd 
articles apt to be found on teammate’s 
person or room, as a shoelace or flower 
earring, etc. He names them one at a 
time. First team to present that article 
wins one point, and so on down the list. 
Team with most points wins. Use dime 
store prizes. 

You will like Musical Hats, similar to 
musical chairs. Gather as many old hats 
as you have guests, who stand in circle 
each wearing one. As music starts, game 
director stalks circle (stalking music, 
please!), suddenly grabbing hat from a 
guest. He grabs hat from one on his 
right and put it on his head. That guest 
does the same and so on around the cir- 
cle until the music stops. The now hat- 
less one drops out, and the process is 
repeated until the last one with a hat is 
declared the winnah! Fast and fun. 

For this next game guests are paired 


off. Collect a bushel or so of old dis- 
carded dinner plates of any size and se- 
cure a broomstick. Fasten a board about 
4% feet high by 3 feet wide to base and 
brace it upright. Paint a white line 
across it a little over half way up. Each 
boy takes his turn at trapping falling 
plates against the board with the broom- 
stick, as his partner, standing behind the 
board, drops the plates over the top one 
at a time. He may not stab the plates 
above the white line. Winner traps most 
plates in two-minute time limit. Just 
sweep up the mess of broken plates when 
you’re through if you can stop laughing 
long enough. 

List all the props needed for each 
game and secure them ahead of time. 
Have the games well in mind; don’t bore 
guests by learning game as you try to 
run it off. Keep prizes small and inex- 
pensive, comical or ridiculous. 

Everybody hungry? Let’s bring on the 
food. How about hot, spicy barbecues and 
steaming cocoa, with potato chips on the 
side and cookies to finish off? Gals, you 
and mom make the barbecue filling 
ahead of time. Work out your own 
serving plan, using paper plates and 
cups and buffet service. 

It’s the peak of enjoyment when a 
tired but happy guest sits down with a 
tempting plate of food to enjoy with 
friends. This is a mellow moment, and it 
is here, when food has disappeared, that 
singing, testimonies and perhaps a short 
devotional message is enjoyed. Keep it 
happy and informal and it need not be 
incongruous with the rest of the evening. 
It is a wonderful way to send guests 
home with praises on their lips and in 
their hearts. 

Even though your song leader is tops, 
a guest leader from another church may 
give a pleasant lift, as may a novelty 
instrument such as an accordion. Take a 
moment to invite outside guests to your 
Sunday meetings, and follow this with 
personal interest. 

We hope by now the outsider at your 
party will be thinking: “This has been 
one swell evening. Think I'll mosey over 
next Sunday evening and see what they 
have then.” END

“When are those college plans going to 
materialize?” I asked.

“Wish I 
could make it this semester but ‘ 
well .. . most of the fellows have cars.” 

Two weeks later, at the close of a re- 
vival service, Jack came to me. I noted 
the determined set of his jaw. 

“Well, I made my decision tonight.” He 
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really looked different, I thought. “No 
more stalling,” he added with a grin. We 
both knew what he was talking about. 
Jack had awakened to the fact that two 
years had passed and he was no closer 
to his life’s goal. 

“What about that car?” I asked. 

“ Tf wishes were horses, beggars would 
ride.’ ” There was laughter in his eyes, 
but then his face became serious. “I’ve 
decided to stop wishing things were 
different so I could go to college. I’m 
going to claim that promise the evan- 
gelist was talking about tonight: ‘The 
Lord will perfect that which concerneth 
me.’ ” 

Jack did just that. Trusting his heav- 
enly Father for guidance and help, he 
took what assets he had and with the aid 
of part-time employment he earned his 
college degree. He has often regretted 
those two lost years. But, today, as a 
skilled engineer, he is making a valuable 
contribution to missions in Africa. He 
achieved his goal by putting his wishes 
to work. 

Unfortunately, everyone’s wishes do 
not end so happily. Such a person was 
Mrs. Anders who wished unceasingly, for 
years, until . .. Well, this is the way she 
told it to me as we sat together in her 
beautifully-appointed living room a 
month or so ago: 

“At twenty, I was ‘keeping company’ 
with Jim . .’ She paused. The lines 
which years of discontent and her recent 
bereavement had etched upon her face, 
deepened as she continued. “Jim and I 
missed most of the joys engaged couples 
usualiy share, because I was too im- 
patient for the arrival of our wedding 
day. Then we wished for four years for 
a family. Finally, when we knew that 
our wish was about to be granted, I be- 
gan telling myself that life would really 
begin after the birth of our first baby. 
This was followed by a second and a 
third child. 

“Well soon the children were 
grown and in homes of their own. I was 
lonely, wishing they were small again. 
Then I began to measure my happiness 
by the time when we should own this 
home ... when Jim would be retired 
from business ... the things we would 
do. . the places we would go. . 
together. We had done so little together.” ” 

Her lips trembled as she continued. 
“Well . . . as you know, Jim retired a 
month ago and ... last night I found 
him .. . sitting in his favorite chair... 
here before the fire. I thought he was 
asleep. He was asleep. His tired heart 
had failed. He would never awaken 
again in this world. 

“All my life I’ve been waiting for cir- 
cumstances to be different . .. so that 
I could really begin to live. Never satis- 
fied with the present . . . always wishing 
for the future or the past. And now I 
am old... Jim is gone... and I’ve 
wished my life away.” 

What a waste of days and potentiali- 
ties! We might well pray here with the 
Psalmist: “So teach us to number our 
days, that we may apply our hearts unto 
wisdom” (Ps. 90-12). 

The popular song, “Wishing Will Make 
It So,” is a nice sentiment. But practi- 
cal thinking and experience tell us that 
working, not wishing, is far more likely 
to do the job.

Statistics concerning physical fitness 
in this country are truly alarming. The 
percentage of American men considered 
unfit for military service is astounding. 
Physical fitness tests for children have 
proved that American boys and girls do 
not meet the standards of European 
children. This is true in spite of superior 
nutrition, better medical facilities, and 
generally higher standards of living. 

The reasons for the poor situation are 
many. Calisthenics have virtually dis- 
appeared from many physical education 
programs because they are considered 
hard work. Spectator sports require lit- 
tle physical effort on the part of the vast 
majority. Walking has been replaced by 
cars. Television and similar amusements 
have replaced many active forms of en- 
tertainment. The real reason, however, is 
that young people are not concerned 
about the problem and have little inter- 
est in the matter. 

It is no secret that many diseases, both 
functional (nervous disorders) and phys- 
ical (coronary disease, ulcers, and hyper- 
tension), are related directly to improper 
health and exercise habits.

If you do not have the money or time 
for certain types of exercise, brisk walk- 
ing can be a part of each day’s routine. 
An elderly patient of mine recently re- 
turned from a trip abroad. She stated 
that she felt better than she had felt 
in years. She attributed her sense of 
well-being to the fact that she had been 
forced to walk a great deal while in 
Europe. Most people could arrange to 
include this type of exercise daily. 

Many tasks offer the opportunity to 
use muscles which are habitually al- 
lowed to remain flabby. The average per- 
son stands in such a position as to use 
as little muscular effort as possible. If 
the weight is kept equally divided on 
both feet, the abdominal muscles are 
used properly, and the head and shoul- 
ders are kept erect, muscles are being 
used. 

If leg muscles need exercise, either for 
reasons of overweight or weakness, a 
position can be assumed which will give 
those muscles a good work out. Stand 
with legs slightly bent while doing such 
tasks as washing dishes, ironing, or even 
shaving. Try it. 

A few minutes devoted to exercise 
morning or evening can work wonders if 
the proper exercises are used. Raise the 
head, shoulders, and heels from the sur- 
face of the bed and hold for a few 
seconds. Rest, and repeat. It is the 
strength of the abdominal area which 
is often tested in physical fitness tests. 
In addition to acquiring strength, the 
appearance of any individual is greatly 
improved if a protruding abdomen is 
not permitted to develop. 

Teen-agers who place the proper em- 
phasis upon the importance of exercise 
will find a way to include exercise in 
daily routines. Those who are _ wise 
enough to do so will find that it pays 
dividends in emotional, mental, and 
physical health. The majority of stu- 
dents with emotional problems are the

his state, and his team was given a Free- 
dom Foundation award for its “Venture 
for Victory” combination basketball- 
and-Bible trips to the Orient and South 
America. 

The teams were made up largely of 
Taylor men for the first couple of trips 
to Japan and Formosa and the Orient. 
Since then, Odle has added such court 
stars as Jerry Miller and Jerry Truax of 
Wheaton, and George Selleck of Stan- 
ford, one of the big Pacific Coast Con- 
ference schools. 

Good basketball (they won all but two 
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of their games on one trip, and all but 
one on another) coupled with spirited 
music and forthright testimonies paid 
spiritual dividends as Odle and his ath- 
letes saw hundreds step out onto the 
court to accept Christ. 

One interesting thing at these two 
schools, as at probably all evangelical 
colleges and universities with inter- 
school sports programs, is that a student 
sports participant, whether he be a star 
or a scrub, has to keep his grades in 
passing territory or he gets no chance to 
prove his prowess on field, diamond or 
track. 

Speaking of track, a couple of better- 
than-average track men have given good 
testimonies, after setting and holding 
world’s records. Gil Dodds, famed “Fly- 
ing Parson” and now Wheaton’s track 
coach, held the world mark in the indoor 
mile for years (it was broken only. last 
year). 

Bob Richards, now pastor of a Cali- 
fornia church, still holds the world pole 
vault record, and is being counted on for 
first-place points in this fall’s Olympic 
games at Melbourne, Australia. Another 
California Christian who many think 
may set a new world’s record for his 
track and field specialty, the decathlon, 
is Rafer Johnson, number one man on 
the Olympic squad in the 10-event grind 
(YS for September). 

The thing that makes these track men 
worth mentioning in this discussion is 
that they have used their sports ability 
as a springboard to public notice and a 
spoken testimony that would hardly 
have been theirs without it. 

But we haven’t answered all our ques- 
tions about sports and the Christian col- 
lege. No—Christian colleges as a class do 
not overemphasize intercollegiate ath- 
letics, although if you were an underpaid 
professor’s wife, probably you could make 
out a good case for another place where 
the money might be spent. Actually, of 


course, there is a pretty good income | 


from football and basketball gate re- 
ceipts which defrays its own cost as well 
as helps pay the cost of the minor sports. 

Yes, that money could be spent in a 
few dozen better ways, some would say. 
But the chances are, the excellent pub- 
lic notice given Christian schools is 
worth whatever expense is involved. Cer- 
tainly, the good testimony that Wheat- 
on’s basketball team gave at Kansas City 
during the NAIA tourney was worth the 
whole season’s work. 

One more question: Aren’t sports at 
least slightly “wrong’”—rather a “waste 
of time’? Well, hardly, so far as the 
Dodds-Richards-Johnson wing of the 
athletic group is concerned. 

But how about the average fellows who 
never reach Olympic heights? Probably 
they would be just as good at the voca- 
tions God leads them into without inter- 
collegiate sports experience. But a couple 
of college students named Jim Elliot and 
Ed McCully were known not as future 
martyrs in Ecuador but present heroes 
in wrestling and football, respectively. 
There on the floor and on the field their 
mettle was first proved. 

No, you don’t have to be a star, pr even 
participate in athletics, to be a success 
in Christian work. But if those fellows 
were here today they would probably say, 
“It helps.” END

around are sure to bring you trouble. 

5. And do you help in keeping common 
things clean? Much talk is traded over 
the back fence about roommates who 
“never help” in cleaning the floors, rugs, 
windows, closets, etc. 

6. Are you cooperative in observing the 
rising and retiring hour? Obviously, not 


| every pair of roommates will have the 


same ideas concerning when to go to bed 
and get up. But you can adjust your 
schedule to some extent if that will be 
helpful. Also, you can make sure to be 
quiet and use a low light that will not 
bother or waken him if you must stay up 
or come in late. 

7. Have you made your room into a 
small grocery store? It’s fun to have 
some victuals around when you get hun- 
gry, but if you have so much that the 
room smells like The Greasy Spoon then 
it is time to reduce the supplies. 

8. Have you made a special effort to be 
always cheerful and positive? It is fairly 
easy to pour on the charm for a short 
time while out with the gang, but it’s 
just as easy to let down and grumble, 
gripe and complain all the time when 
just “roomie” is there. Make sure that 
you are just as chipper and enthusiastic 
in your own room as any other place. 

9. Are you friendly to his friends? You 
may not like all of them, but they are 
his friends and he likes them. A kindness 
shown to them is a kindness shown to 
him. 

10. Are you weil groomed and socially 
poised? If your appearance or manner- 
isms are not meticulous you will embar- 
rass your roommate in public, and 
thereby cause much friction. 


Perhaps much could be added to these, 
but these are the most common com- 
plaints. Nothing, so far, has been said 
about your spiritual relationship with 
your roommate, and perhaps you are sur- 
prised at this. Actually, the matters we 
have mentioned are all related to spir- 
itual things. 

If your roommate is a Christian, cer- 
tainly you will want to have a devotional 
time together. But if you are off center 


| on these other things, your devotional 


time together will mean little. If your 
roommate is not a Christian, then cer- 
tainly you should wisely and carefully 
introduce him to the Saviour. But all you 
say about Him will fall on deaf ears if 
your life is not consistent in the ten as- 
pects listed above. 

Certainly the most important thing in 
relation to your roommate is to be of 
spiritual help. You should be ready and 
willing to give aid in any circumstance 
or problem. Your life should be such a 
sparkling testimony of the life of Christ 
that your roommate will want to know 
Him or become more like Him. But un- 
less your Christianity becomes practicai 
in the most difficult place—with your 
roommate—then you will be ineffective 
in the great opportunity of living Christ 
before another person.
